The week that the San Francisco 
Unified School District sent out pre- 
liminary layoff notices to 535 teach- 
ers, the New York Times Magazine 
devoted much of its special money 
issue to educational philanthropy. It’s 
a vicious kind ‘of irony. 

The United States heads into a 
deep recession, but for a new genera- 
tion of multibillionaires, it’s another 
gilded age. Fortunes built over the 
past 15 years or so put the likes of 
Carnegie and Rockefeller to shame, 
and as the guys from Google recently 
proved, it’s still going on. 

And the tax laws are more favor- 
able to the rich than they have been at 
any time since the 1920s, so less and 
less of that greater and greater concen- 


tration of wealth is available for public 
priorities such as education. 

But that’s OK, the Times 

says: Bill and Melinda Gates 
are giving a lot of money to 
schools. Something like $350 
million a year. Wow! That’s 
enough to make up for maybe 

10 percent of the current cuts 

to school districts in just the state of 

California. Thanks, Bill. 

I don’t think anyone with the 

last name of Gates or Buffet reads 

the Guardian every week, but I bet 

a copy or two makes its way down 


- the Peninsula to the Googleplex and 


maybe Oracle headquarters, so I'd 


like to make a suggestion here to the 
very rich.

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You want to make a difference 
with your philanthropy? Well, you 
could start by funding a massive 
educational campaign to convince 
Californians that public educa- 
tion works and is valuable, then 
underwrite a ballot initiative to raise 
income taxes on people like your- 
selves. That would do more good, for 
more kids, for more years into the 
future than any amount of grantmak- 
ing on planet Earth. 

But maybe that’s asking too 
much. Maybe that’s not measurable 
or accountable enough. Maybe you 
can’t put the test scores on a com- 
puter graph and track the day-to-day 
impact or your investment the way 
you can track your stock prices. 

So let’s try something else. 
Maybe you could save one school 
district. 

That’s right: one school dis- 
trict. A big one. Somewhere in 
urban America. I’d suggest the San 
Francisco Unified School District 
in the great state of California, but 
I'm biased. Just pick a district where 
the public money falls far short of 
the educational needs that also has 
a credible, competent elected school 
board running things. 

And instead of setting up charter 
schools or building new gyms or con- 
cert halls with your name on them, 
put a big chunk of money — say, $3 
billion — in a trust fund that would 
generate a few hundred million a 
year, forever. And then let the local 
school board spend it. 

Sure, you'll get some corruption. 
Sure, some of the money will be 
wasted on stupid pet projects or dumb 
ideas. But that’s going to happen 
whatever you do. And I would argue 
that right now, if the San Francisco 
schools got an additional $300 mil- 
lion a year, no strings attached, on 
top of the existing state funding, 
the public schools would improve 
radically, a generation of kids would 
be far better prepared for life, the 
achievement gap would close up a 
good bit, and there would be quanti- 
fiable, measurable progress on every 
possible metric. 

And suddenly, maybe even the 
tax-averse people of California would 
realize that well-funded schools are 
worth paying for.

EDITORIAL The California Public 
Records Act needs an update. So 
does the state’s Brown Act, which 
mandates open meetings of govern- 
ment bodies, and the San Francisco 
Sunshine Ordinance. These are the 
landmark laws that keep govern- 
ment from operating in secret — but 
all were written long before the 
explosion of information technology 
profoundly changed the way city, 
state, and local agencies compile, 
sort, process, present, and preserve 
information. 

And now, with agencies at every 
level trying to use information tech- 
nology to hide data from the public 
and courts struggling with laws that 
didn’t anticipate the modern era, 
open-government advocates need to 
be working on every level to protect 
and expand access. 

-As we point out in this issue, 
technology can be used to spy, to hide, 
and to obfuscate — but it can also 
be used to make the operations and 
processes of the public sector far more 
open and accessible. Properly used, 
today’s information technology can 
vastly improve the way governments

work — and it’s neither difficult nor 
expensive to make that happen. 

The state Legislature, the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors, and 
the Sunshine Task Force should be 
looking at ways to make sure that 
computers don’t increase secrecy — 
and to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities modern technology offers. 


The Brown Act, passed in 1954, 
forbids public agencies from meet- 
ing in secret, except in very limited 
circumstances. The San Francisco 
Sunshine Ordinance goes further. 
The laws have been interpreted to 
mean that the members of a board 
or commission can’t use é-mail to 
discuss pending business; that would 
amount to a closed-door meeting. 
That same interpretation ought to 
apply to members participating in 
discussions on, say, a Yahoo! news 
group. Deliberations on a policy 
matter would be taking place outside 
of public view. 

But what if the public was 
invited? What if a virtual discussion 
took place before or between tradi- 
tional meetings — and any member 
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of the public could log in from 
anywhere (work, home, the public 
library, terminals in City Hall) and 
watch? What if people — who are 
now allowed only a minute or two to 
comment in public meetings — were 
able to post longer, more detailed 
comments that policymakers would 
see during online discussions? What 
if the entire record of that meeting 
were instantly available on the Web, 
in a searchable form? 

Would that be an increase in 
public access? What about the large 
number of people who still don’t 
have computers or Web access 
— would they be left out? 

That’s just one of the questions 
sunshine advocates are talking about. 
Legislators need to be addressing the 
issues, too. 

As Kimo Crossman reports on 
page 14, increasing public access 
doesn’t have to be difficult or expen- 
sive — in fact, there are ways to save 
the city money. One obvious idea: 
almost every document that’s pro- 
duced by a city employee, including 
e-mail, is already considered a public 
record. Why not simply program the 


sell it, and make money. 


computers to make an instant copy 
of everything and post it to a public 
Web site? That way someone look- 
ing for memos from, say, the Public 
Utilities Commission addressing 
solar energy could simply search that 
site with those key words and come 
up with all of the records quickly. 

That would save time for jour- 
nalists and citizen watchdogs who 
now have to request those records 
from the agency — and it would 
save money for the city. If the 
documents were all searchable for 
anyone, there would be no need to 
spend time and money responding 
to public-records requests. 

It wouldn't be hard at all to 
add a “possibly confidential” key to 
records, preventing documents that 
really should remain secret from 
going into the public file. And the 
computers could automatically gen- 
erate a list of the documents being 
withheld, so the public could find 
out what records are remaining out 
of view. 

Over time, old paper records 
could be scanned and put on the 
site, too. And with electronic stor- 
age so cheap these days, there’s no 
reason why all public records can’t 
be preserved:in an accessible form 
and location. 


The County of Santa Clara a few 
years back began putting together a 
valuable data trove that included all 
of the county’s real estate and prop- 
erty ownership records. That allowed 
for the creation of a geographic 
information system that could be 
used to track property sales, taxes, 
crime rates, building permit applica- 
tions, and much more. A wonderful 
public service — except that the 
county didn’t offer it to the public. 
The data was for sale, for more than 
$100,000 a license. 

It took a lawsuit by the 
California First Amendment 
Coalition to force the county to 
back off and make the data public. 
But that’s just an example of a trend 
that’s cropping up all over the coun- 
try: governments are developing 
ways to make more use of informa- 
tion — and then are trying to copy- 
right it, sell it and make money. 

The problem with that, as attor- 
ney Rachel Matteo-Boehm, who 
handled the CFAC case, points out,

is that it segregates access to infor- 
mation by wealth. The rich get the 
tools of technology to understand 
and use public data; the poor don’t. | 

It’s a dangerous trend and the 
Legislature should address it right 
away. Information created by public 
agencies using public data should be 
public — no excuses, no exceptions. 
And if the software that makes it 
easy to process that information is 
created by the public sector (or under 
contract to the public sector) the 
public needs free access to it. 

The Legislature also needs to 
shoot down a series of attempts by 
the secrecy lobbyists to cut off access 
to new types of data. A bill now 
before the Assembly, AB 1978 by 
Assemblymember Jose Solorio (D- 
Anaheim), would exempt certain 
types of information from the Public 
Records Act. The bill appears to 
be aimed at overturning the Santa 
Clara decision but could also address 
an issue that has come up in San 
Francisco: that of so-called metadata 
in public documents. 

Metadata is embedded informa- 
tion that may be in a file that doesn't 
appear when the file is printed out. 
The City Attorney’s Office has 
been arguing that metadata isn’t 
public. That’s nonsense — it’s part 
of a public document, created at 
public expense by public employees. 
The Legislature needs to reject this 
bill — and instead pass a law that 
would specifically require agencies 
to release any internal data that’s cre- 
ated as part of a public record. 


The San Francisco Sunshine Task 
Force is in the process of updating 
and improving the city’s landmark 
law, and it should seek to incorporate 
some of the suggestions above. 
The Task Force also needs to 
be sure that the amendments to the 
law give that oversight body the 
teeth it needs to enforce public- 
access requirements. Far too often, 
city officials simply ignore task 
force findings, and, as Sarah Phelan 
reports on page 17, the Ethics 
Commission and the district attor- 
ney rarely follaw up with sanctions. 
For starters, the task force should 
have the right to subpoena docu- 
ments and witnesses (without first 
asking the supervisors for approval 
— a cumbersome process). The panel, 
should have its own full-time legal 
counsel. It should also have increased 
enforcement power: while giving 
the task force the right to levy fines 
and sanctions is politically tricky, a 
provision that allows the task force 
to order the release of documents 
— backed up with the full support of 
the City Attorney's Office — ought 
to be part of the final package. srac

MOTH OVERKILL 

The new report on the light-brown 
apple moth highlights that the US 
Department of Agriculture and 

the State of California moved into 
eradication mode much too quickly 
before having a chance to accurately 
assess the needs for effectively 
addressing the moth and whether 
eradication was either a justified 

or achievable goal. The spraying of 
residents with any type of pesticides 
is a very serious matter that must 
be approached with the utmost of 
care and consideration. Minimally 
this report suggests that an imme- 
diate re-evaluation of all aspects of

ate moratorium on all aspects of

new housing units be afford- 
able; and the community-led 


| Affordable Housing requirement, 


which demands that 50 percent 
of housing in the mixed-use proj- 
ect be affordable to residents 
making below-median income. 

So far, Lennar has spent 
$813,066 to promote the mixed- 
use project, which includes 300 
acres of parkland, up to 10,000 
homes for sale or rent, and a site 
for a new stadium, if the 49ers 
and the city determine that a 
stadium is feasible. 

By contrast, the Stop Lennar 
Action Movement (SLAM), com- 
prised of Environmental Justice 
Advocacy, People Organized 
to Win Employment Rights, 
GreenAction, the Nation of Islam 
Bay Area, and several faith- 
based institutions and local 
residents, has spent less than 
$34,000 on the affordable hous- 
ing requirement, which qualified 
after a 10-day, record-breaking 
signature gathering effort. 

POWER’s Alicia Schwartz 
told the Guardian that Lennar 
and the Mayor’s Office are 
painting the fight as a battle 
between Mayor Gavin Newsom 
and Sup. Chris Daly. 

“But quite frankly, we’ve 
been fighting the issue of how 


redevelopment happens in the 
Bayview for years,” Schwartz 
told us. 

Ata March 5 San Francisco 
For Democracy meeting, Michael 
Cohen of the Mayor’s Office 
of Economic and Workforce 
Development complained that 
SLAM'’s initiative was drawn up 
without an economic feasibility 
report. Cohen also claimed the 
affordable housing requirement 
was a dishonest attempt to stop 
any development from taking 
place in the Bayview. 

SLAM members counter 
that they didn’t oppose Lennar’s 
development until the developer 
broke trust by failing to properly 
monitor and control naturally 
occurring asbestos dust at its 
shipyard construction site. They 
also argue that their initiative is 
an effort to protect the BVHP 
community from wholesale dis- 
placement. 

Arguing that 50 percent 
affordability is more than 
doable, Schwartz said, “What 
does the City have invested 
in Lennar compared to the 
hundreds of developers who'd 
make this happen to acquire this 
land?” (Sarah Phelan)

court victory

The press coverage was impressive: 
The San Francisco Chronicle put 
the story on page one. KTVU-TV 
made it the third item on its 10 
O'Clock News. Editor and Publisher, 
the newspaper trade journal, picked 
it up, as did Forbes magazine. The 
San Francisco Daily used a front- 
page bold banner headline: “Jury 
punishes chain.” 

And indeed, as anyone who 
follows the local news media is 
aware by now, a San Francisco 


jury March 5th ruled that the SF 


Weekly and its corporate parent, 
Village Voice Media, illegally sold 
ads below cost in an effort to harm 
the Guardian. The jurors awarded 
$6.3 million in damages, and since 
the law allows as least part of that 
award to be trebled, the Weekly and 
VVM could be liable for as much 
as $15.6 million. - 

VVM already announced it will 
appeal, which means it’s unlikely 
the Guardian will see any cash 
award for several years as the case 
works its way through the legal 
system. But in the meantime, we 
will be asking Judge Marla Miller 
to issue an injunction barring any 
further below-cost sales.

Under state law, interest on 
the judgment will accrue at 10 
percent a year. That means the 
Weekly and VVM will be paying 
$4,000 a day in interest for as long 
as they seek to dispute and appeal 
the jury decision. 

The verdict alone sends a 
powerful message that goes 
beyond the newspaper industry. 
California's Unfair Practices Act, 
a Progressive-era measure, forbids 
a big chain with deep pockets 
from coming into town and using 
predatory pricing to run a locally- 
owned, independent operation 
out of business. A San Francisco 
jury has confirmed that the law 
can be a powerful weapon against 
the consolidation of news media 
— and the chain-store assault on 
local merchants. 

Not surprisingly, VV M’s princi- 
pals have said they are going to try 
to invalidate the law in the courts. 
In a written statement posted to the 
SF Weekly Web site, the chain says 
it doesn’t think the law ought to 
apply to competitive markets. 

Of course, the entire point of 
our lawsuit was that the Weekly 
and VVM wanted to end competi- 
tion — that the chain was trying 
to harm its only direct competitor 
in the San Francisco marketplace.

And that’s precisely what the law 
was written to prevent. 

As James R. McCall, a law 
professor at Hastings, wrote in a 
1997 article for the Pacific Law 
Journal, “the commercial practice of 
knowingly selling below cost with 
the intent to injure competitors or 
injury competition has long been 
considered unlawful by American 
courts and state legislatures.” 


The trial produced reams of evi- 
dence and extensive testimony 
on the business practices of both 
papers, and provided some remark- 
able insights into how the nation’s 
largest alternative newspaper chain 
operates. Some highlights: 

¢ VVM, which has built highly 
profitable papers in many national 
markets, fared very differently here. 
The chain eee two papers that 


were profitable concerns — the SF 
Weekly in 1995 and the East Bay 
Express in 2001 — and turned them 
both into huge money losers. Over 
the past 12 years, the company lost 
some $25 million in the Bay Area, 
and has pumped $13 million from 
corporate headquarters into prop- 
ping up the Weekly. 

Financial data presented in 
court showed that in markets where 
the chain faces no direct competi- 
tion from a strong alternative paper, 
VVM is practically printing money. 
Profits in Denver and Phoenix were 
sky-high, sending some $40 million 
back to corporate headquarters over 
about 10 years. But in places where 
a strong competitor challenged 
the VVM paper — San Francisco 
and Cleveland being the two most 


notable examples — the chain was

losing money or its profits were 
much thinner. 

¢ The folks in Phoenix were 
obsessed with going after the 
Guardian. The record is littered 
with e-mails between VVM head- 
quarters and the SF office dis- 
cussing ways to get ads out of the 
locally owned paper. The Weekly 
publishers had to send a regular 
“Guardian report” back to Phoenix 
to show how the two papers stacked 
up. Weekly publishers admitted that 
they might have offered special 
bonuses to sales reps who took ads 
away from the Guardian. 

In fact, three witnesses testi- 
fied that on the day he bought the 
Weekly in 1995, Mike Lacey, one of 
the chain’s two principals, threw a 
copy of the Guardian on the floor 
and vowed to put us out of business. 

The jurors found that sort of 
behavior strong evidence of preda- 
tory intent. One panel member, 
Kerstin Sjoquist, a local busi- 
ness owner and graduate student, 
said in an interview that “it felt 
overly predatory on the part of the 
Weekly” and that “the predatory 
intent trickled down from the top.” 

You could see that same intent 
by the way the Week/y covered the 
trial. None of the local reporters at 
the paper were in the courtroom, 
instead, the chain brought in one 
of its top éditorial executives, Andy 
Van De Voorde, from Denver to 
write about the case every day. And 
the blog posts he authored were 
about as personally vicious as any- 
thing I’ve seen in a long, long time. 

Van De Voorde portrayed this 
entirely as an attempt by Guardian 


publisher Bruce Brugmann to 
shake down the Weekly and VVM 
for money. (And he never reported 
on the fact that the evidence clearly 
showed Bruce and his wife, Jean 
Dibble, had never taken big profits 
out of the paper and had instead 
reinvested money to improve the 
Guardian.) From the start, Van De 
Voorde called the suit silly and stu- 
pid and tried to make the case that 
the Guardian had no evidence at all 
to prove predatory pricing. 

As the case wore on, he started 
to change his tune: by the last few 
days, he was tacitly acknowledging 
that there was a chance the Weekly 
would lose, and he started attack- 
ing the law itself. In the end, he 
told me he “wasn’t surprised” by 
the verdict — although for weeks 
his blog posts had taken the posi- 
tion that the Guardian couldn't 
possibly win. 

¢ The Weekly’s lawyers essen- 
tially argued that their own client 
was unable to handle pressure from 
the Internet and unable to adapt 
to a changing marketplace. Expert 
after expert on the VVM payroll 
testified that both the Guardian 
and the Weekly had seen revenues 
drop because of outside market 
forces in San Francisco that appar- 
ently were completely beyond the 
coping ability of a national chain 
that was making money hand over 
fist in the rest of the country. In 
his closing arguments, H. Sinclair 
Kerr, the Week/y’s lead attorney, 
insisted that the market for alterna- 
tive newsweekly advertising had 
shrunk and that both papers were, 
in essence, failing. 

That contrasted dramati- 
cally with testimony from the only 


expert witness for either side who 
had actually run a weekly news- 
paper. Bill Johnson, publisher of 
the Palo Alto Weekly, testified, that 
the Internet was not destroying 
alternative papers and that it was 
entirely possible to make money in 
the Bay Area, even during a tough 
economy. He pointed out that, 
unlike daily newspapers that rely 
increasingly on wire-service stories, 
alt-weeklies offer unique content 
that can’t be found anywhere else. 
And the people who are looking for 
those stories make up a lucrative 
market for advertisers. 

His conclusion, after attend- 
ing much of the trial and viewing 
much of the economic evidence: 
the reason the Guardian was losing 
revenue was that the Weekly had 
systematically depressed the price 
of display ads in the alternative 
weekly marketplace. And the chain 
paper was able to do that because 
of its deep pockets. 

Numerous witnesses agreed 
that the Weekly could have raised 
its rates and made a profit. But that 
would have made it possible for 
the Guardian to compete for those 
clients — and VVM wanted the 
market to itself. 


-~ In the end, the jury got the 


message: the Guardian has been 
hurting badly all these years not 
because of any external factor but 
because a rich competitor was sell- 
ing below cost. 

That, Johnson testified, was 
exactly how predatory chains oper- 
ate. “It happens,” he said, “all the 
time.” srac

Technology can allow the city to take a huge step forward in public access — right now

Imagine sitting at home — or in 
your office, or in your favorite café 
— and listening in on what are 
now secret, backroom policy dis- 
cussions and decisions in the San 
Francisco mayor's office. Imagine 
having access to an immediate 
transcript of the talks. Imagine 
_being able to read internal e-mail 
discussions among city staff 
ers about issues that affect you 
— without ever filing a public 
records request. In fact, imagine 
never having to file another writ- 
ten request for public documents; 
imagine just going to a city Web 
site, entering a search term, and 
finding all of the records yourself. 
Imagine filing a complaint 
with a city agency and tracking 
the issue, minute by minute, as it 
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works its way through the system. 

Imagine listening on your cell 
phone to any policy body as it 
meets in city hall. 

All of this is possible, today. 
Much of it is not only consistent 
with but actually required by local 
law. And it won't cost the city 
more than a modest amount of 
money. : 
Transparency is a common 
buzzword during this presidential 
campaign; the Barack Obama 
campaign has even issued a white 
paper describing policy and tech- 
nological ways to embrace it. He’s 


‘talking about live Internet feeds 


of meetings about significant 
issues involving executive branch 
appointees as well as for those of 
regulatory departments (a program 
that would go far beyond what you 
see on C-SPAN). 

So there’s no reason San 
Francisco can’t take the lead in 
using technology — generally 
simple, off the shelf, existing tech- 
nology — to dramatically increase 


sunshine at City Hall and public 
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Sunshine in the digital age 


Public records used to be dusty old documents, stuck in dog-eared files or bound in aging fold- 
ers. They were held in back rooms or the basements of city halls, available during government 
hours — and often, only by written request. ¢ 

These days, a lot of that information is stored on hard drives and servers. That can make 
it harder to access and easier to hide — or it can give the public vast new access. That’s what 
this year’s Freedom of Information issue — our 22nd — is all about. 

On one front, the advocates of secrecy are pushing hard to keep electronic data under 
strict controls. The state Legislature is considering a bill that would prohibit the release of 
electronic data embedded in a public record. The county of Santa Clara tried to set a $100,000 
price on access to a public database. 

But on the other hand, sunshine advocates are pushing for ways to use the same technol- 
ogy to make government more open. We’ve been in the forefront of sunshine battles for more 
than two decades; this is just the next step. (Tim Redmond) © 


participation in local government. 

Proposition G, the city’s 1999 
sunshine law, mandates that San 
Francisco use “all technological 
and economical means to ensure 
efficient, convenient and low cost 
access to public information on 
the Internet.” Here are five easy 
ways to do that: 

1. Fully adopt the voyeur con- 
cept for city meetings. This is the 
idea that the public should be able 
to observe and engage in govern- 
ment decision making — all gov- 
ernment decision making. 

All policy meetings in City 
Hall should at the very least be 
broadcast as audio on the Web 


- and available via phone teleconfer- 


ence. In other words, the meetings 
should be streamed online, and 
that stream should be accessible by 
calling a free conference line. This 
is already standard practice in the 
business world and is working 
well for many investors in public 
companies that disclose finan- 

cial information in compliance 
with Securities and Exchange 


Commission rules. It can be done 
for little or no cost with services 
like blogtalkradio.com, skype. 
com, freeconferencecalls.com, and 
webex.com. 

Today only a limited number 
of public meetings are broadcast, 
mostly because the only outlet 
is SFG-T'V and resources are 
limited. But audio streaming is a 
no-brainer — there’s no need for 
a staffer to control cameras, the 
microphones are already set up, 
and these days just about every 
room has a speakerphone. 

Currently, the SFG-T'V video 
coverage isn’t posted on the city’s 
Web site, sfgov.org, until two 
or three days after a meeting. 
That’s too long; the audio should 
be made immediately available 
online. And the Internet URL 
and dial-in options should be 
listed on the meeting agenda so 
that news media and citizen blog- 
gers can instantly refer back to 
the URL with timecodes to point 
out specifics, and include them in 
their stories and blog postings. 


With streaming, you can fol- 
low along in real time when you 
are stuck at home taking care of a 
sick relative, or at the office listen- 
ing with headphones, or you are 
disabled and can’t cross town to 
attend in person. 

The city already has a great 


. contract.for real time captioning 


— the text you see at the bottom 
of the screen for video. It’s not 100 
percent accurate, but it’s pretty 
decent. That could be expanded 
to cover streaming audio, and the 
text could be computer translated 
(or translated by bilingual typists) 
into other common languages. 
The advantage of media inte- 
grated with RTC is that special- 
ized search engines like blikx.com 
and everyzing.com can be used to 
find relevant phrases and begin 
playback directly at that spot. 
And transcriptions can be posted 
online in real time (somewhat like 
live blogging!) so that if you are 
late for a meeting you can quickly 
scan what has already transpired, 
and by the end of the meeting 


you will effectively have a draft of 
minutes. That saves a lot of staff 
time and provides an immeasur- 
ably more useful historic record. 

Today, video recordings of city 
meetings can’t be downloaded 
— the only way to review it or 
post a clip to YouTube is to order 
a $10 DVD, which arrives a week 
after you send a check (and no, 
they don’t take PayPal). And while 
many other city meetings make 
audio recordings, you have to pay 

' $1 for an audio tape and pick it up 
during business hours or pay more 
for postage. They all should be 
available as free podcasts. 

The SFG-TV video shows 
more than just the speakers and 
officials; there are other angles, 
and they ought to be available 
too. It’s important to know who 
attended the meeting but never 
said anything, who greeted whom, 
and even who ignored whom. 

2. Let the public do the broad- 
casting. All City Hall meeting 
rooms should provide wi-fi (and 
electrical outlets), and the sys- 
tem ought to have enough speed 
to allow bloggers or activists to 
upload high-quality video broad- 
casts of meetings that SFG-TV 
can't afford to cover. It can be 
done using existing services like 
Justin.tv, Upstream.tv, and live. 
yahoo.com. This would also allow 
live blogging — and let people 
preparing to testify on an issue ~ 
have access to the Web to do 
research on the spot. If the room 
had a projector and a screen, 
people who were unable to attend 
the meeting could still comment, 
either through video or just by 
posting text messages that the 
decision makers could read. 

The audio broadcasting of 
meetings should be expanded to 
include all meetings between the 
mayor (or supervisors) and city 
staff. The law already requires 
public access to so-called passive 
meetings — those between the 
mayor or department heads and 
outside parties that influence city 
policy. 

3. Make public most city 
emails and other documents as 
soon as they are produced. 

San Francisco city employees 
produce thousands of records a 
day — e-mails, memos, reports, 
etc. — and the vast majority of 
them are and should be public 
record. But many are deleted and 
others never see the light of day. 

When a member of the public asks 

for all the records on a topic, just 


finding those documents can be a 
sizable task. 

But it’s technologically simply 
to solve that problem: every time . 
a city employee produces a docu- 
ment, the computer system should 
automatically send a back-up copy 
to a public web server. That way 
nothing would get lost or erased, 
and anyone looking for public 
information could simply go to 
that site and search for it him or 
herself. 

For e-mails sent by city staff, 
one way might be to CC (carbon 
copy) an online message board (for 
example Google or Yahoo groups, 
which would be available at no 
cost to the city). Other approaches 
for instant messages, text mes- 
sages and voicemails could be 
adopted as well. The Palo Alto 
City Council is already doing 
something like this for a narrow 
collection of e-mails (although not 
in real time). 

We all know there are some 
city communications that must 
remain private or be redacted 
— for example Attorney Client 
discussions or human-resource 
conversations regarding person- 
nel. But there are simply ways to 
make sure those stay confidential: 
one approach might simply have 
the user tick a flag or answer a 
Yes/No Possible Redaction popup 
when the message is sent. Certain 
employees — like the people who 
handle sensitive employee health 
records and certain litigators in 
the city attorney’s office — could 
have software that defaults to a 
confidential server. 

The added advantage, of 
course, is that the computers 
could also make a record of the 
title and date of every confidential 
document — and that information 
could be made public. If a dispute 
arose over whether the city was 
impropérly withholding records, 
the public would at least know 
that certain documents existed. . 

All city files could be stored 
on network drives (not on local 
drives) with one location for 
default public files that would not 
allow overwriting or deletions and 
would be mirrored to a Web server 
and another drive for the few that 
may require redaction first. 

4. Save all the old records. 
After a very embarrassing lawsuit 
that is threatening the Missouri 
governor's job, that state in 
January adopted an email reten- 
tion system that preserves all 
email for at least seven years 
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(based on federal requirements for 
financial records). And e-mail/ 
instant message/text/fax retention 
systems are standard practice now 
in the financial industry (Morgan 
Stanley lost a $1.45 billion judg- 
ment because the company failed 
to preserve e-mail). 

In fact, we all know stor- 
age continues to get cheaper 
and smaller — so San Francisco 
should abolish any retention time- 
frames for electronic records and 
keep them all into the foresee- 
able future. The world-famous 
Internet Archive is right here in 
the Presidio: I suspect that group 
would love to archive all the city 
information, and keep it online, . 
free and forever. 

When paper documents are 
part of the public record, they 
should be scanned and converted 
to text and posted within two 
days. This would include discus- 
sions between staff and individual 
members of policy bodies and the 
creation of the draft agenda and 
supporting materials as they are 
obtained. 

All these methods would sig- 
nificantly reduce the number of 
public records requests to the city 
staff and thus save the city money. 

5. Make calendars public — 
and keep communications public. 
Mayor Gavin Newsom won't 
provide detailed daily calendars 
— even after the fact, when there 
is no possible security reason for 
keeping his workday itinerary 
secret. All top officials should 
post their calendars on the web 
so the public can track what they 
are doing. ; 

The city needs to adopt a 
global policy that city busi- 
ness should be performed on 
city devices (computers, email 
accounts, phones) whenever pos- 
sible — and when city employees 
or officials use their own comput- 
ers or hand-held communications 
tools, those should be forwarded 
immediately to the city system and 
made public, 

San Francisco has one of the 
best local Sunshine laws in the 
country — and at a time when 
activists at every level are look- 
ing for ways to use technology 
to expand public access, the city 
should be in the forefront. All it 
takes is some political will. srac

Virtual meetings 


Open government laws prohibit 
online official discussions,

Forget smoke-filled rooms and 
paper shredders — today’s gov- 
ernment officials can elude public 
scrutiny from the comfort of their 
own e-mail accounts, conducting 
virtual meetings to do the public’s 
business. 

To curb such activity, provi- 
sions in both the Brown Act (the 
state law governing open meetings) 
and the San Francisco Sunshine 
Ordinance have been interpreted 
as prohibiting the use of electronic 
communication between members 
of policy bodies. But not everyone 
has been heeding the rules, partic- 
ularly in this hyperconnected age.- 

The TechConnect Task Force, 
a now disbanded advisory body 
charged by Mayor Gavin Newsom 
with creating a plan to bridge the 
city’s digital divide with free wire- 
less Internet service, frequently 
used an e-mail listserv to conduct 
its business. 

“Since these things were pub- 
licly posted right away, I should 
think there would be a transpar- 
ency that advocates would like,” 
said Emy Tseng, a member of the 
task force. “It was useful in the 
way e-mails and listservs are useful 
to anyone.” 

However, many contend the 
task force was engaging in activi- 
ties prohibited under the city’s 
Sunshine Ordinance, even if 
the intent was to provide greater 
public access to the group's 
work. ‘Tseng, who claims to have 
never been informed by the City 
Attorney’s Office that the group 
might have been in violation of 
Sunshine laws, expressed the frus= 


| trations of many throughout the 


city who must comply with open- 
meeting policies. 

“If you don’t use e-mail in this 
day and age, what can you do?” 
she asked. The answer, accord- 
ing to state and local laws, is to

conduct public business in a public 
meeting, with the agenda posted 
in advance and where anyone can 
attend. 

State and city public-disclosure 
laws apply to all “policy bodies,” 
which can include nearly every 
government-sanctioned board, 
commission, or task force. Some 
members of these bodies have 
been suspected of violating open- 
meeting and public-disclosure 
laws through the use of online 
communication. Pd 

Seriatinr meetings are presum- 
ably the most common illegal 
activity occurring under both 
open-information laws, although 
they are the hardest to detect. A 
seriatim meeting occurs when one 
member of a policy body privately 
contacts another, who then con- 
tacts another, in a chain of com- 
munication that eventually consti- 
tutes a quorum of the group. 

_ An e-mail that is forwarded 
along to enough individuals, or 

a round of mass e-mails, would 
constitute a seriatim meeting, 
according to attorneys who spoke 
with the Guardian. While e-mail 
forwarding is a common practice 
for any office worker, some are just 
an unassuming click away from. 
breaking the law. 

“T would absolutely make it 
clear that anybody subject to the 
Brown Act or Sunshine [should] 
not communicate through e-mail,” 
said Thomas Burke, a San 
Francisco-based attorney who spe- 
cializes in media and Internet law 
and has represented,the Guardian. 
“This could go on for years 
because people are not in the loop.” 

The Brown Act, passed 
in 1953 by the California 
Legislature, expressly bans a 
legislative body from using “tech- 
nological devices” in order to com- 
municate about topics relevant to 
the work of that body. 

“The Brown Acct itself forbids 
the majority of ‘technological 
devices’ — which is essentially 

anything you could imagine,” 
said Terry Francke, director of 
Californians Aware, who also 
drafted amendments to the act in 
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Virtual CONT»> 


the early 90s. Under the Brown 
Act, a committee member can be 
slapped with a misdemeanor for 
the intent to withhold information 
from the public or conduct prohib- 
ited meetings. 

Many of the same issues 
are also addressed in the San 
Francisco Sunshine Ordinance, 
filling in.more restrictions and 
open information requirements. 
Ironically, the TechConnect Task 
Force was charged with creat- 
ing universal access to online 
discussions like theirs, although 
few legal experts think even that 
would nullify the requirement for 


open, public meetings in a physical 


— rather than virtual — setting. 

According to a report released 
by the San Francisco*TechConnect 
Task Force, 32 percent of 


Americans do not have access to the 


Internet, In San Francisco, certain 
populations are even worse off com- 
pared to national averages — for 
instance, women and the elderly. 
“You have to consider if people 
are going to have equal access 
to meetings,” Burke told the 
Guardian. “There is still a digital 


divide. As a public entity they have 


to be sensitive to this.” 

Recently, members of the city’s 
Peak Oil Task Force inquired with 
the City Attorney’s office about 


using Yahoo! Groups or a blog 
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to increase efficiency on the all 
volunteer committee. Attorneys 
advised the group to stay away 


from Internet communication, as it 


can easily lead to prohibited seria- 
tim meetings: Jeanne Rosenmeier, 
who is the chairperson of the task 
force, now spends more committee 
time trying to determine alterna- 
tive ways to engage the public. 

“It is certainly something 
that should be rewritten, to deal 
with modern technology so it 
corresponds with today’s reality,” 
Rosenmeier told the Guardian. “If 
we have a public e-mail listserv 
that anyone can sign on to, that 
seems transparent; or if we have a 
blog, that’s pretty transparent.” 

In other cities that do not have 
sunshine ordinances, teleconfer- 
encing may be used legally under 
the Brown Act to conduct meet- 
ings. In Los Angeles, for instance, 


some boards and commissions tele- 


conference when members would 
need to drive a few hours just to 
meet. There is some speculation 
that the language of the Brown 


Act could be augmented under this 


provision to allow for online com- 


munication, but there are no major 


groups pursuing the amendment. 
In 2001, former California 
Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
wrote an opinion declaring the 
use of e-mail between policy-body 
members as an infraction of the 
Brown Act, even if the e-mails 
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were made publicly available. 
“Members of the public who do 
not have Internet access would be 


unable to monitor the deliberations 


as they occur,” the opinion states. 
“All debate concerning an agenda 
item could well be over before 
members of the public could [par- 
ticipate].” j 

According to the Sunshine 
Ordinance Task Force, there have 
been no complaints filed concern- 
ing prohibited online meetings, 
however there have been public 
information disclosures of private 
e-mail messages over the years. 
Recently, a group of deputy city 
attorneys were required to turn 
over an e-mail correspondence 
when a member of the public filed 
a complaint. 


While Peter Scheer, director of 


the California First Amendment 


Coalition, understands the frustra- 


tion of government officials who 
must abide by the cumbersome 
laws, he thinks the tradeoff is well 
worth it. 

“The whole rest of society uses 
the power of e-mail and the only 
business that can’t use it is govern- 
ment, because they're subject to 
the Brown Act,” Scheer told the 
Guardian. “But we made the trad- 
eoff already in efficiency versus 
accountability, to force all meet- 


ings and information to be open to 


the press and public.” srac 


PERIMENT IN PALO ALT' 


The Palo Alto City Council is con- | 
ducting a unique experiment in its 
efforts to comply with the Ralph 
M. Brown Act, which requires 
government bodies to conduct 
business in a public way. 

Palo Alto now posts e-mails 
from council members on the 
city’s Web site (www.cityofpalo- 
alto.org/council), providing easy 
access to all with Internet capa- 
bilities. The e-mails were first 
posted online following a 2003 
settlement of a Brown Act law- 
suit against the city of Palo Alto 
by two local newspapers — Palo 
Alto Weekly and The San Jose 
Mercury News. > 

. Eight private e-mails were 
in question, disclosing the votes 
of a closed city council session, 
and while the city never admit- 
‘ted guilt in violating the Brown 
Act, language in the settlement 
established the practice of post- 
ing council e-mails on the Web 
site and making them available in 
council agenda packets prior to 
meetings. 

Peter Scheer, executive 
director of the California First 
Amendment Coalition, questions 
the merits of the system. 

“Some people would look at 
this and think it is a giant and 
serial violation of the Brown Act 
— but | wouldn’t necessarily say 
that,” Scheer told the Guardian, 
noting that the prohibition on 
serial meetings bans such an 
approach. But he said that this 
is an interesting experiment, as 
long as council members don’t 
deliberate by e-mail. But assis- 
tant city manager Emily Harrison 
told us the messages avoid Brown 
Act violations by sticking to basic 
questions about agenda items, 
which the public can scrutinize. 

The city of San Francisco 
has no such system in place, 
and e-mails to and from the 
Board of Supervisors is avail- 
able only through direct request: 
Frank Darby, the city’s Sunshine’ 
Ordinance Task Force administra- 
tor, said that the city had never 
looked into putting one in place. 

“We are not required to post 
e-mails {under the Sunshine 


* Ordinance,” Darby said. However, 
*he added, the city “constantly 


monitors” itself to ensure that it 
is in accordance with the Sunshine 
law. “There may be some people 
who disagree and feel that maybe 
we should put every e-mail online. 
— but currently the Sunshine 
Ordinance does not require that 
e-mails be made available online.”

Legislation on mapping software would create an expensive 
new category of public records 
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On Valentine’s Day, 
Assemblymember Jose Solorio (D- 
Santa Ana) introduced Assembly 
Bill 1978, legislation that seeks to 
define computer mapping systems 
and make them available to com- 
mercial interests at a fee — a one- 
two punch that freedom of infor- 
mation advocates fear constitutes 
a serious blow to, the California 
Public Records Act. 

Noting that computer map- 
ping systems, computer programs, 
and computer graphic systems do 
not constitute public records under 
current law, Solorio’s bill seeks to 
amend the CPRA to define com- 
puter mapping systems to include 
“assembled model data, metadata, 
and listings of metadata, regard- 
less of medium, and tools by which 
computer mapping systems are cre- 
ated, stored, and retrieved.” 

AB 1978 would also allow 
“commercial interests, who are 
most benefited by these systems, to 
obtain the portion of these systems 
developed by a public agency, at a 
fee designed to offset the agency’s 
cost of maintenance for the com- 
puter mapping systems.” 

But Oakland-based Bruce 
Joffe, who works as a geographic 
information consultant to cities, 
counties, and state agencies in 
California, warns that AB 1978 
would allow public agencies to 
charge the public-more for this data 
than the cost of duplication. 

“Tt would severely weaken the 
CPRA and reduce the public's 
access to government records,” said 
Joffe, noting that as the law cur- 
rently stands, CPRA requires state 
and local agencies to make their 
records available and, upon request, 
to provide copies on payment of any 
applicable fee. 

Solorio aide Hazel Miranda 
told the Guardian that the intent of 
the bill is to protect software, not to 
restrict access to information. 

“Our intent is to protect the 
software, not to restrict the infor- 


mation that is given out on it,” 
Miranda said, noting that the 

bill’s sponsor is the government of 
Orange County. “The concern was 
that a lot of corporations were tak- 
ing this information — and when 
the information is given out, you 
have to give out the software, too — 
and using it to their own benefit.” 

Joffe, who was the California 
First Amendment Coalition’s tech- 
nical advisor when CFAC success- 
fully sued Santa Clara County over 
access to the county’s tax maps, 
disagrees. 

“When you give informa- 
tion out, you are not giving out 
software, you are giving out data 
in export-format,” said Joffe, who 
believes Solorio wants to change 
the law so that AB 1978's sponsor, 
Orange County, which has sold its 
tax maps for $400,000 in the past, 
can continue to sell its data. 

Holly Fraumeni, the AB 1978 
lobbyist with the well-connected 
firm Platinum Advisors, deferred 
questions to Bruce Matthias 
of Orange County’s legislative 
affairs, who told us, “The County 
of Orange has never disagreed on 
sharing public data. We are not 
trying to hide data down here. If 
you want it on a disk, we charge 25 
cents. All we are doing is updating 
language in the bill. Our exclusive 
intent is to protect the software 
we've developed.” Records show 
Orangé County paid Platinum 
Advisors $60,000 between October 
1 and December 31, 2007. 

CFAC executive director Peter 
Scheer believes AB 1978 is an 
attempt to take the information 
that CFAC has tried to make freely 
available and put it back under lock 
and key, so that it is proprietary 
information that can be sold. 

Recalling how, years ago, the 
only way you could see a county’s 
tax maps was as an engineer’s ren- 
dering on paper, Scheer observed 
that when this data is computerized 
and made publicly available, “indi- 
viduals and businesses can create 
all kinds of valuable tools or simply 
post the raw data on the Internet.” 

Blair Adams, chief consult- 
ing officer at San Francisco's 
Department of Technology and 
Information Services, says the city’s 
GIS data has been publicly available 
for five years. 


“We have no intent to change 
that,” Adams said. “Our motto is ‘Go 
have it, and help us make it better.” 

But while San Francisco treats 
this data as a public record and cop- 
ies it for the price of a blank DVD, 
Santa Clara and Orange counties 
have treated it as a revenue generator. 

“They charge an arm and a 
leg, and another arm and leg, and 
whatever other appendages they 
can think of,” said Scheer, noting 
that Santa Clara County charges 
$100,000 for a full base map of its 
real estate parcels — data that can © 
be used to determine whether prop- 
erties are assessed correctly, and 
whether pothole repairs are carried 
out equitably.

“Likely clients willing to pur- 
chase this data would be utilities, ® 
phone companies, and developers, 
who can't do without it,” Scheer 
said. “But public health and safety 
departments need access to it, too.” 

Joffe agrees, and it’s some- 
thing he has plenty of experience 
with. He helps cities and coun- 
ties create geographic information 
systems that allow ambulances to 
take the most efficient routes, the 
Department of Public Works to 
carry out better capital improve- 
ments, and the police to conduct 
better crime analysis. 

“Every department uses it, and 
because it’s in the government sys- 
tem, therefore it is a public record, 
and the public has the right to access 
those records at no more cost than it 
takes to duplicate them,” Joffe said. 
He added, “If AB 1978 passes, we'll 
lose considerable access.” srac

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Killing in the dark 


Two years later, the death of Asa Sullivan 


remains a mystery

The San Francisco Police Department 
doesn’t want people to know about 
Asa B. Sullivan, a case that illustrates 
how difficult it is to get even basic 
information about law enforcement, 
which leaves the public in the dark 
about a public agency that makes life- 
and-death decisions. 

Officers filled Sullivan with 16 
bullets nearly two years ago on June 
6, 2006. Sullivan was unarmed and 
hiding in the cramped attic of a town- 
house at the Parkmerced complex near 
San Francisco State University when 
the shooting occurred. 

The Guardian has spent the inter- 
vening time trying fruitlessly to obtain 
public records and other information 
from the department about what hap- 
pened to Sullivan and about the offi- 
cers involved, including the results of . 
now-completed investigations. 

Sullivan’s death briefly grabbed 
headlines, but beyond what police 
told the press at the time, the depart- 
ment has rejected several requests for 
reports and other documents related 
to the shooting. The department in 
February of this year rejected another 
records request, one of four rebuffed 
since Sullivan's death. 

* Police initially claimed Sullivan's 
gun was found at the scene, but that 
story changed significantly within a 
short period of time. Police later said 
the officers who shot him believed an 
eyeglasses case held by Sullivan was 

a gun. 

It all started when the neigh- 
bors of 2 Garces Drive called police 
believing squatters had taken over 
the townhouse, but Sullivan was 
helping the tenants clean up so they 
could get their security deposit before 
moving out. 

When police arrived, they ordered 
Sullivan's friend, Jason Martin, to the 
floor after the officers aimed their 
weapons at him without explana-- 
tion while Sullivan fled into an attic, 
according to allegations that later 
appeared in a federal civil suit filed by 
Sullivan’s family. 

Sullivan was on probation for pot 
and any contact with police would 
surely have caused him more prob- 


lems, but as we reported shortly after 
Sullivan was killed, the department's 
General Orders instruct that when a 
suspect is barricaded, the responding 
officers should call in a negotiator. 
A K-9 unit was called that night, 
according to the suit, but it doesn’t 


_ appear the officers waited for it to 


show up. 

Two officers tried to call Sullivan 
down before pursuing him into 
the attic. The rest is unclear except 
that the officers, John Keesor and 
Michelle Alvis, shot Sullivan to death 
believing he was armed and intended 
to shoot them first. But no gun was 
ever found. The 25-year-old Sullivan, 
a San Francisco native, was working 
for Goodwill Industries at the time 
and had a young son named Asa 
Isaiah Sullivan. 

We first sent a public records 
request to the SFPD shortly after 
Sullivan’s death asking for “any and 
all documentation” related to the 
shooting including e-mails, notes, and 
witness statements. The department's 
legal division responded that the 
material was exempt from disclosure 
laws because they were part of an 
ongoing law-enforcement investi- 
gation, a common response when 
reporters seek such documents. 

After learning at a September 
2006 San Francisco Police 
Commission meeting that some 
elements of the investigation were 
complete, we filed another request. 
The department’s rulebook requires 
that two divisions in the department 
— the homicide detail and internal 
affairs — complete their examinations 
of deadly officer-involved shootings 
within two months of the incident. 

But again, citing the state's 
Government Code, which allows 
them to withhold material considered 
part of an ongoing probe, the depart- 
ment responded that an investigation 
by the district attorney and an analysis 
of Sullivan’s body by the medical 
examiner were not complete. 

Two months later, we con- 
firmed through Sullivan’s autopsy 
that he’d been shot 16 times, so we 


~ filed another request for documents 


related to the shooting. But again the 
department's legal division claimed 
the investigation was still open and 
disclosure would endanger its suc- 
cessful completion. 

The alternative by then was to 
wait for the federal civil suit filed 
against the city by Sullivan’s family to 


unfold slowly: through that, perhaps 
we could determine if new evidence 
from the shooting would appear in the 
public record. No success there either. 
The parties requested a protective 
order in August 2006 that made cru- 
cial information in the case confiden- 
tial, including personnel records of the 
officers involved as well as audiotapes, 
videotapes, photographs, and tran- 
scripts related to the investigation. 

Through the suit, however, we 
did learn last November that the 
Office of Citizen Complaints and 
the police department's Management 
Control Division, a.k.a. internal 
affairs, had completed their investiga- 
tions of the shooting. 

So we filed another request in 
February of this year. Yet again, how- 
ever, the department's legal division 
responded that the records were pro- 
tected under the state’s Penal Code, 
which grants special exemptions for 
information related to the conduct 
of law-enforcement personnel. The 
OCC responded the same way in its 
denial of our request. 

Making matters worse, 
California’s State Supreme Court 
ruled in an unrelated case in August 
of 2006 that citizens and the press 
would no longer be able to access 
most public information about why 
individual officers are charged with 
misconduct or even possibly breaking 
the law. 

Records of misconduct charges 
filed by the OCC or the police chief 
against officers had largely been open 
to the public until then through sum- 
maries that appeared on the agenda 
of the police commission. The public 
could also attend misconduct hearings 
at the Hall of Justice which included 
testimony from officers. 

But the Supreme Court ruling 
— known as the Copley decision 
— put a stop to it by broadening the 
scope of privacy laws that exclusively 
protected cops from the disclosure 
of disciplinary records. Since then, 
stories from Bay Area media outlets 
about police misconduct have been 
few and far between despite a steady 
stream of cases. 

Of course, there’s a way around it 
all. Sometimes documents show up at 
the Guardian building in Potrero Hill 
without a return address, and literally 
dozens of people with potential access 
to records related to Sullivan’s death 
could plausibly deny knowing how 
they wére. accidentally sent to G.W. 
Schulz, San Francisco Bay Guardian, 
135 Mississippi St., San Francisco, 
Calif., 94107. 

Maybe by the June anniversary 
of Sullivan's shooting, a fuller story 
of what happened that day (from any 
number of perspectives — we're inter- 
ested in talking to anyone) could land 
in front of readers. Maybe. srac

A federal court judge says prior Wikileaks ruling 


was unconstitutional 
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In what may be the last act of 

a quickly unfolding drama, 

Swiss banking giant Julius Baer 

has dropped its lawsuit against 
Wikileaks, an anonymous whistle- 
blower Web site, and Dynadot LLC, 
the site’s registrar. Baer’s attorneys 
had sought to shut down Wikileaks 
through a permanent injunction for 
hosting potentially damaging mate- 
rial about the bank’s activities in the 
Grand Cayman Islands. 

The bank’s decision last week fol- 
lows its legal defeat Feb. 29 in which 
San Francisco federal court judge 
Jeffrey S. White withdrew his ruling 
to halt the US version of the Web 
site Wikileaks.org — and to also stop 
information from the site from being 
transferred to another server. 

White weighed arguments from 
both sides and said his withdrawal 
of the order against Wikileaks still 


raises serious issues about the extent 


of jurisdiction any US court has over _ 


the Internet. He essentially agreed 
that prior restraint of the site was 
unconstitutional, and that it could 
create a “chilling effect” on future free 
speech cases. He bowed to arguments 
from defense attorneys and said his 
prior order raises questions regarding 


“Dossible infringement of protections 
afforded to the’public by the First 
Amendment.” 

‘The anonymous forces of 
Wikileaks seemed to have braced for 
the legal blow. Within hours of the 
Feb. 15 takedown order by White, 
those in the know could access the 


‘site by entering the IP address, which 


is run on a server in Sweden and on 
other servers around the world. 
While no official Wikileaks 
defendant ever materialized because 
its operators remain a secret, the 
preliminary injunction order set off 
a firestorm of criticism from free 
speech advocates. One after another, 
lawyers from the ACLU’s San 
Francisco chapter, Public Citizen in 
Washington D.C., and nearly a dozen 
civil rights organizations rushed to 
intervene and defend the site. 
Shutting down the site is akin to 


~ “locking the doors of The New York 


Times,’ said Julie Turner, an attorney 
who represented Wikileaks in preliti- 
gation matters. 

“T think this was a textbook 
example of what not to do,” said 
media law attorney Thomas Burke 
of the bank’s efforts to seek a prior 
restraint. “This just completely 
backfired and garnered international 
attention.” 

The documents posted on 
Wikileaks have been used as the basis 
for major news stories on subjects 
such as the treatment of inmates at 
Guantanamo Bay, the US military's 
rules of engagement in Iraq, and cor- 
ruption by Kenya’s former president. 
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And instead of concealing documents, 
the case has drawn a maelstrom of 
attention to the bank’s alleged deal- 


. ings, and it raises big questions about 


freedom of speech on the Internet. 

In their filing, Julius Baer attor- 
neys said they still reserve the right to 
consider filing suit in the same court 
or elsewhere and are considering the 
company’s legal options. The bank’s 
spokesperson, Jenna Agins, declined a 
Guardian request for comments. 

Founded in 2006 by Chinese dis- 
sidents, journalists, and tech gurus, 
Wikileaks hosts 1.2 million leaked 
documents that aim to expose gov- 
ernment and corporate wrongdoing. 
Anonymous site creators say they’re 
developing an uncensorable system for 
“untraceable mass document leaking 
and analysis” and are ready to fight 
any legal attack. 

Wikileaks may have evaded its 
censors this time, but the latest case 
portends the vulnerability of such 
sites and those involved in them. 
Julius Baer’s attorneys admitted 
to the judge they had a hard time 
tracking down a Wikileaks repre- 
sentative. So they went after Daniel 
Matthews, a Stanford grad student. 
According to the bank’s court filing, 
the bank’s attorneys found his name 
on a Facebook page listing him as an 
“officer” of Wikileaks and summoned 
him to court. Joshua Koltun, his pro 


bono attorney, rushed to file a brief to - 


defend Matthews. 

“Tt was an extremely aggressive 
move because they were basically 
grabbing at straws,” said Koltun, who 
appeared without his client in court. 
“They said he would face liability 
for a very tenuous connection or be 
confronted with disobeying the court 
order.” 

The bank’s attorneys claimed that 
Wikileaks had disclosed confidential 
or forged information about its clients 
and said there was nothing news- 
worthy about it. In this way, they are 
attempting to pit freedom of speech 
against personal privacy rights. 

“Wikileaks has actively solicited 
the theft of private information,” said 
William Briggs, one of the lawyers for 
the bank. “They are no longer shield- 
ed by the First Amendment.” 

But freedom of speech laws 
trump privacy rights in this case, 
argues Matt Zimmerman, senior staff 
attorney for the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation, which filed an amicus 
brief opposing the judge’s injunction 
against Wikileaks. “The information 
was already out there and the bank 
wanted to force everyone who had a 
copy of it to pull it down.” 

Perhaps the more salient point 
going forward, Zimmerman says, is 
that consumers are more wary of what 
Internet provider or domain registrar 
they choose and to make sure those

the case against them dismissed. 

“This is part of the reason why 
Congress has passed laws to get the 
intermediary out of the way,” Baer 
said. “Dynadot was never liable for 
the information its user posted. It’s 
unfortunate that they apparently 
didn’t know the law well enough and 
decided to fold.” 

Dynadot lawyer Garret Murai 
denied that his client had agreed to all 
of the bank’s terms. “The court's order 
to remove the domain name settings 
is not something we wanted to do,” he 
said. “We did not agree to that.” 

David Ardia, an Internet law 
expert at Harvard, says even in the 
US, which has long established First 
Amendment protections, the threat 
of lawsuits against Web sites such as 
Wikileaks still lingers. 

The power of an individual 
judge to bring down a Web site still 
remains, he says, but not if sites can 
function on international servers out- 
side US jurisdiction. 

Most online bulletins or blog 
posts allow people to post comments 
and remain anonymous, but not to 
the point where governments can't 
find out who they are. What makes 
Wikileaks formidable, some say, is its 
software’s ability to cover the tracks of 
its users. 

Peter Scheer, executive director 
of the California First Amendment 
Coalition, says time will tell whether 
the Wikileaks site can prove its mis- 
sion to covertly leak information and 
should never have been silenced in the 
first place. 

“As we as a society become 
increasingly dependent on the Internet 
as a source of information, the vulner- 
ability of the Web site to that kind of 
action is something to fear,” he said. 
“So when it happens, it’s important to 
draw maximum attention to it, to go 
into court with all guns blazing.” 

From the stand, White conceded 
the problem with pursuing a case 
against an anonymous entity such 
as Wikileaks, which has no official 
representation and whose chief players 
remain invisible. 

Then he questioned the effective- 
ness of trying to control leaked docu- 
ments, even if those responsible had 
somehow violated personal privacy 
rights: “When this genie gets out of 
the bottle, it’s out in the world.” srs

DAN NOYES 

(COFOUNDER, CENTER FOR 
INVESTIGATIVE JOURNALISM) 
If journalists were the subjects of 
trading cards like baseball players, the 
Dan Noyes rookie card would be just 
as impressive as a 2008 career high- 
lights card. Think Reggie Jackson: a 
long, impressive career, spanning mul- 
tiple organizations and a propensity to 
come out swinging big at the end of a 
hard-fought battle. 

Over a career spanning 30 years, 
Noyes has pursued serious investiga- 
tions, some lasting as long as a year, 
into everything from questionable 
Liberian timber imports to illicit gun 
trafficking from United States sup- 
pliers to the Nuestra family gang. 
Journalism first interested Noyes dur- 
ing the crucial investigative reporting 
that sparked Watergate scandal in the 
early 1970s. . 

In 1977 Noyes cofounded 
the Berkeley-based Center for 
Investigative Reporting (CIR), an 
independent news*organization which 
produces in-depth stories and docu- 
mentaries for all major news outlets. 


In 1979, reporting for the ABC News 


program 20/20, CIR broke a story on ° 


a swindling United Nations charity 
organization and its connections to 
international drug trafficking. 

More recently, Noyes has done 
a series of print and broadcast 
pieces concerning gang violence in 
California and its effect on the lives of 
those surrounding the lifestyle. Noyes 
still holds an executive position at the 
CIR and continues to contribute to 
the world of investigative journalism.

CLIFF MAYOTTE 

Cliff Mayotte sees his Advanced 
Acting Class at Lick-Wilmerding 
High School as one that merges stu- 
dents’ “consciousness and awareness 
as young adults with their skills and 
energies as performance artists.” 

The subtitle of the course is 
“Theatre as Civic Dialogue,” and the 
eight students enrolled during the 
2007 spring semester used all their ° 
abilities to pull off a notable show. 

After an introduction to 
Documentary Theatre — a form he 
described as “oral history turned into 
performance” — the group selected a 
topic that was important to them, giv- 
ing birth to the “Censorship Project.” 

The students interviewed their 
peers, teachers, and administrators 
to gather perspectives on the ways 
in which expression and opinion can 
be muted or altered, both voluntarily 
and involuntarily. They reached out 
to organizations such as Project 
Censored, the First Amendment 
Project, and the Ella Baker Center _ 
for Human Rights. They transcribed 
interviews and studied subjects in 
order to capture statements, word 
patterns, and mannerisms of inter- 
viewees, then shaped the themes into 
a 60-minute performance.

WILL DEBOARD 

“Being a high school sports guy, I 
don’t get to do this very often,” the 
Modesto Bee's Will DeBoard said of 
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his first major foray into investiga- 
tive reporting. He had gotten a tip 
that the California Interscholastic 
Federation was investigating recruit- 
ing violations by the football program 
at Franklin High School in Stockton, 


~ which competed with schools in his 


area, DeBoard asked the school and 
CIF about recruiting violations, but 
the football coach flatly denied the 
allegations and the CIF wasn’t much 
more helpful. 

So DeBoard decided to make 
formal requests for public records with 
the help of business reporter Joanne 
Sbranti, and after fighting through _ 
some initial denials, he obtained 
hundreds of pages of investigatory 
documents from CIF showing how 
the school was recruiting players from 
American Samoa. “It really was a 
treasure trove of great stuff. We got 
two weeks’ worth of stories out of 
these documents,” DeBoard said. “It 
really showed us that what the school 
was telling us just wasn't true.” 

The documents detailed the 
recruiting scheme and gave DeBoard 
tons of leads for follow-up stories, 
including the address of “a home 
owned by the coach where there were 
all these gigantic Samoan linemen 
living there.” DeBoard called the 
effort an “adrenaline rush” better 
than that caused by the best game 
he’s covered and a high point of his 
journalism career. 


THOMAS PEELE 

Contra Costa Times investigative 
reporter Thomas Peele has a long 
history of battling for public records 
access on behalf of both reporters 
and private citizens. Peele, who helps 
with projects for all the newspapers 
under the Bay Area News Group- 
East Bay ownership, helped ensure 
the recovery of thousands of e-mails 
from the Oakland mayoral tenure of 
Jerry Brown when he left office to 
become the state’s attorney general 
in 2006. Peele also helped conduct a 
statewide audit of Public Records Act 
compliance by-law enforcement agén- 
cies with the nonprofit Californians 
Aware, which revealed glaring incon- 
sistencies in how police across the 
state make information about their 
activity available to the public. And 
he’s been a major figure in helping the 
Chauncey Bailey Project pry out new 
information about Bailey’s murder 
last year and it’s connection to Your 
Black Muslim Bakery. He began his 
career in 1983 at a small weekly in 
Bridgehampton, N.Y., and moved 
from there in 1988 to the Ocean 
County Observer in New Jersey before 
joining the CCT in 2000. 


ROLAND DE WOLK 
KTVU-TV producer Roland De 
Wolk is leading the investigative team 


of photographer Tony Hedrick and 
video editor Ron Acker in a quest to 
get the names of drivers who regu- 


‘Tarly use FasTrak lanes but don’t pay 


anything. But to date, says De Volk, 
the Metropolitan Transportation 
Commission has been blocking his 
team’s quest. 

De Wolk told the Guardian that 
his team filed a California Public 
Records request when the MTC 
wouldn't provide information on the 
amount of money it was losing thanks 
to drivers who don’t pay tolls when 
they use FasTrak lanes. 

“We asked MTC for specific 
numbers last summer and got little 
information. That makes a reporter’s 
antennae quiver,” said De Wolk. 

But when he and his team asked 
for the numbers of people obstructing 
their plates, the MTC started acting 
squirrelly, De Wolk said. 

“Finally, after six to eight weeks 
of asking we got an answer: a photo of 
a car whose plate was blank,” fumed 
De Wolk, whose team continues to 
push for the names of the 10 most 
frequent FasTrak violators.

When KGO-TV reporter Dan Noyes 
and producer Steve Fyffe asked 

Muni to turn over records of public 
complaints against its drivers, they 
were ready for some bureaucratic foot 
dragging. But they never expected 
the yearlong grudge match that fol- 
lowed. First, the union representing 
Muni drivers sued to keep the records 
sealed. Then Muni’s parent depart- 
ment, the Municipal Transportation 
Agency, made a backroom deal with 
the union and released a blizzard 

of confusing and heavily redacted 
paperwork that would have made the 
Pentagon blush. 

“Tt was essentially a big document 
dump,” Fyffe told us. “There was no 
way to tell one form from another or 
which driver was which.” 

Noyes and Fyffe convinced their 
bosses at KGO-TY to file a lawsuit 


for full access to the records. The 
station prevailed, after which Noyes 
and Fyffe received over 1,200 pages 
of public complaints about 25 driv- 
ers. Recently, the station went back 

to court after Muni refused to release 
surveillance tapes of the drivers. As in 
the previous case, the judge ruled that 


© the public had a right to the materials 


and forced the transit agency to hand 
the tapes over. 

Fyffe said he sees KGO’s legal 
successes as small victories in a much 
larger fight. “I hope in the future 
that this case will make Muni and 
other city departments more [respon- 
sive] to records requests ... these 
kinds of incremental victories hope- 
fully lead, little by little, to a more 
open government.”

The Sacramento Bee operates ip 
a city run by top-tier politicians and 
their spinmeisters, so the editors and 
reporters there have placed increas= 
ingly high value on using documents 
to support their stories. 

“We've always used public records 
here. Being in a state capital, we're a 
little more aware of the necessarily of 
that,” managing editor Joyce Terhaar 
said. “You just need to be able to tell a 
story about what's really happening.” 

Yet she said that in recent years, 
the Bee has made a concerted effort 
to hire public-records experts and 
to have them share their knowledge 
with the paper's staff through regu- 
lar workshops. And last year, those 
efforts paid off with a string of big, 
impactful investigative stories. 

Among them was Andy Furillo’s 
look at how much the state was 
spending to fight inmate care law- 
suits, Andrew McIntosh’s exposé on 
the lack of oversight for paramedics 
and emergency medical techni- : 
cians, and stories by John Hill and . 
Kevin Yamamura on misconduct 
by the state’s Board of Chiropractic 
Examiners. 

In selecting the Bee, Society of 
Professional Journalists judges rec- 
ognized these individual efforts as 
well as the Bee's “institutional support 
of reporters and their use of public 
records for numerous stories.”

court records, and it’s the job of the 
press to report what it discovers, said 
Becky O’Malley, executive editor for 
the Berkeley Daily Planet. She was 
convinced that a prior court order 
violated the public’s constitutional 
rights to see court documents, so the 
small daily newspaper sued and won 
in a California appeals court last year, 
making public 15,000 pages of records 
from a class-action suit filed against 
Wal-Mart in 2001. 

The documents included allega- 
tions that the company had denied 
rest breaks to its workers and deleted 
hours from paychecks. In the Planet's 
freedom of information suit, the 
appeals court judges agreed with the 
paper's attorneys that the case could 
set a dangerous precedent where the 
public would have to prove its right to 
access court records. “It’s becoming 
more of a trend for judges to grant 
permanent seals on court records,” 
said O’Malley. That’s unfortunate, she 
added, since “the only way the public 
finds out about bad things going on in 
society is through court records.”

CHAUNCEY BAILEY PROJECT 
After Oakland journalist Chauncey 
Bailey was murdered last August, 

a large group of Bay Area media 
organizations formed a rare coali- 
tion to investigate his death and 

the activities of Your Black Muslim 
Bakery,-a long-time East Bay institu- 
tion believed by police to be involved 
in the killing. Since then, the group 
has produced several stories com- 
plete with audio, video, and photo 
presentations, the most recent of 
which is a series by retired Santa Rosa 
Press-Democrat reporter Mary Fricker 
detailing the sexual assault allega- 
tions made by young women once in 
the custody of Yusuf Bey Sr., founder 
of the bakery. Fricker received help 
from independent radio journalist 
Bob Butler, investigative reporter 
A.C. Thompson, and MediaNews 
staff writers Cecily Burt, Thomas 
Peele and Josh Richman, Other sto- 
ries have reported allegations of real 
estate fraud against bakery associates, 
explored potential coconspirators - 
in Bailey’s death, and examined the 
bakery’s ties to several prominent

— the first of its kind since a group of 
journalists investigated the murder of 
Don Bolles more than 30 years ago in 
Arizona — can be found at chaunc- 
eybaileyproject.org, or at www.sfbg.

Tt was a staff member, Kathryn 
Dresslar, who told Assemblymember 
Mark Leno how horrible state agen- 
cies had become at complying with 
the California Public Records Act. 
Dresslar served on the board of 
Californians Aware, a group that 
advocates for open government, 
and she described to her boss how a 
1986 audit by the organization had 
given every one of the 33 agencies in 
California government a failing grade. 

Ryan McKee, then a high-school 
student and the son of CalAware 
board president Rich McKee, had vis- 
ited each agency and asked for a few 
simple things. He wanted to see each 
agency's guidelines for public access, 
and he requested some basic infor- 
mation, including the salary of the - 
agency director. Agency after agency 
refused to follow the law. 

So Leno introduced legislation 
that would have mandated that every 
agency post its access guidelines on 
the Web — and included stiff fines 
for agencies that violated the Public 
Records Act. “Tt put some teeth into 
the law,” Leno told us. “And I got 
120 of 120 members of the state 
Legislature to vote for it. 

That wasn't enough for Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, who vetoed 
the bill, saying it wasn’t needed. The 
governor insisted that he had already 
ordered state agencies to fix the prob- 
lem. ‘ 

“Tt was a great eye-opener for me, 
and showed me the resistance this 
administration has to allowing public 
access to state government,” Leno 
said. “Without that access the public 
is at a great disadvantage.”

UC BERKELEY'S BANCROFT 
LIBRARY LOYALTY OATH 
PROJECT 

It might be hard to believe, but 
in 1949 the University of California 
Regents, a bastion of higher educa- 
tion, rode the wave of anticommunist 
fervor and McCarthyism, forcing all 
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UC employees to take a loyalty oath. 
The Board of Regents adopted the 
rule that UC administrators pushed 
forth: denounce communism and 
swear loyalty to the state, or face los- 


_ ing your job. 


As could be expected, people 
resisted and 31 faculty, workers, 
and student employees lost their 
jobs. They appealed the case to the 
California Supreme Court and even- 
tually were reinstated in 1952, but the 
controversy cast a pall over the UC’s 
reputation and divided campuses. 
With the help of a grant from UC 
President Emeritus David Gardner, 
archivists from UC Berkeley's 
Bancroft Library and other research- 
ers painstakingly compiled 3500 pages 
of text, many audio statements, and 
photos from four UC collections, 

The online collection, which went 
live in December 2007, serves as pri- 
mary source material for students and 
researchers who want to understand 
how UC administrators got embroiled 
in and came to terms with the 
McCarthy-era tensions that rocked 
the country. 


LEGAL COUNSEL 


RACHEL MATTEO-BOEHM 
Electronic data is the new frontier 
for public-records law, and Rachel 
Matteo-Boehm, a lawyer with 
Holme, Roberts and Owen, last year 
won a key case preserving the public's 
right to access to what some public 
agencies have tried to claim was pro- 
prietary data. 

The county of Santa Clara pro- 
duced a digital map showing property 
lines, assessors parcels and other key 
real-estate data, and that became the 
basis for a geographic information 
system tool. The GIS would allow 
users to plot everything from property 
taxes to street repairs, public invest- 
ment, political party registration, 
school test scores and other trends. 
But Santa Clara wasn’t giving it out 
to the public: The database cost more 
than $100,000, which meant only big 
businesses could use it. 

Boehm went to court on behalf 
of the California First Amendment 
Coalition to argue that the data was 
public, and must be made available 
without high charges. “As information 
begins to be collected in electronic 
form, and governments choose to put 
information in sophisticated electronic 
formats, you can run ifito real public- 


access problems,” Boehn told us. 
Boehm convinced a Santa 

Clara Superior Court judge that the 
data was indeed covered under the 
California Public Records Act. Now 
Santa Clara must make the map 
available to the public — and other 
counties with similar data, seeing the 
results of the suit, are following that 
rule. 

’ The decision was a key one, 
Boehm said: “One day we're going 
to wake up and all there will be is 
electronic records,” she noted. And if 
governments can apply different rules 
to those documents, “you can kiss the

DAN COOKE 

When Dan Cooke shared details 
of an alleged sewage spill on Alcatraz 
Island with the Guardian, the health 
of the national park — where he'd 
been working as an historical inter- 
preter for over a decade — was 
foremost on his mind. But he lost 
his job after the story was published 
— apparently for taking a proactive 
role in noting details of the spill in 
the island’s log book and speaking 
candidly to the press about what 
he’d seen. Wanting nothing more 
than a return to his job leading edu- 
cational tours of the island, he filed 
an administrative claim with the 
US Department of Labor against 
the Golden Gate National Park 
Conservancy and the National Park 
Service. And he called the Guardian. 
We reported his firing. The next time 
Cooke called, it was to happily report 
he was back on the job.

SUPERBOLD 

(BERKELEYANS ORGANIZED 
FOR LIBRARY DEFENSE) 
SuperBOLD has accomplished some- 
thing entirely different from what it 
set out to do. Originally, the small 
group of devoted Berkeley public 
library users organized to oppose the 
installation of RFID tags in books. 
“In the process of going to library 
board of trustees meetings, we discov- 
ered they were violating the Brown 
Act,” said Gene Bernardi, who heads 
SuperBOLD'’s steering committee 
with Jane Welford, Jim Fisher, and 
Peter Warfield. They found, among 
other things, that certain documents 
were only made available to trustees 


and a lottery system was employed 
in selecting speakers during public 
comment. They took their complaints 
to the Berkeley city attorney and 
joined up with the First Amendment 
Project, which threatened a lawsuit. 
Things have changed, though it’s still 
not perfect — city council meetings 
only allow 10 speakers and the library 
trustees still play the lottery for public 
comment, but marginal improvements 
portend better days. 

“Now you can speak more than 
once,” said Bernardi. “Now you can 
speak on consent calendar and agenda 


_ items. So there are more opportunities 


to speak ... if the Mayor [Tom Bates] 


remembers to call public comment.”

ACCESS 


CARL MALAMUD, 
PUBLIC.RESOURCE.ORG 

For years, web pioneer Carl Malamud 
has sought ways to use the Internet 
to connect average citizens with 
their government. His new Web site 
public.resource.org helps that cause 

by excavating buried public domain 
information and posting it online. 
Though still in its early stages, the 
site already allows users to tap into 
hard-to-find records from places like 
the Smithsonian, Congress, and the 
federal courts system. 

Even though most government 
records are part of the public domain, 
fishing them out from the bureau- 
cratic depths can be a daunting and 
expensive task, even for someone like 
Malamud. During a lecture at UC 
Berkeley last year, he related his recent 
difficulties in acquiring a simple data- 
base from the Library of Congress. . 
Instead of turning over the materials, 
officials at the Library.cited dubious 
copyright protections and presented 
Malamud with a bill for over $85,000 
— all for access to supposedly public 
information. 

Thanks to Malamud’s Web site, 
that database and millions of other 
documents are now available with 
the click of a mouse. Ultimately, 
Malamud hopes pub/ic.resource.org will 
help bring about an age of “Internet 
governance,” in which every last byte 
of public data winds up online for all 
to see, free of charge. srac

You've got many 
kinds of revolt taking place online in 
places where people gather, from tiny 
forums devoted to sewing, to massive 
Web sites like Digg.com devoted to 
sharing news stories. 

And while they may be virtual, 
the protests that break out in these 
digital communities have much in 
common with the ones that raise a 
ruckus in front of government build- 
ings: they range from the deadly seri- 
ous to the theatrically symbolic. 

How can a bunch of people 
doing something on a Web site really 
be as disruptive or revolutionary as 
those carrying signs, yelling, and 
storming the gates of power in the 
real world? By way of an answer, let’s 
consider three kinds of social protest 
that have taken place in the vast 
Digg community. 

According to Internet analysis 
firm ComScore, Digg has ‘6 million 
visitors per month who come to read 
news stories rounded up from all over 
the Web. About half of those visi- 
tors log in as users to vote on which 
stories are the most important: the 
one with the most votes are deemed 
“popular,” and make it to Digg’s front 
page to be seen by millions. A smaller 
number of people on Digg — about 
10 percent — choose to become sub- 
mitters of stories, searching the Web 
for interesting things and posting 
them to be voted on — in categories 
that range from politics to health. 
Digg’s developers use a secret-sauce 
algorithm to determine at what point 
a story has received enough votes to 
make it popular and worthy of front- 
page placement. 

You can imagine that a com- 
munity like this one, devoted to the 
idea of democratically generated 
news and controlled by a secret 
algorithm, might be prone to con- 
troyersy. And it is. 

Two years ago, I was involved in 
what I would consider one type of 
user revolt on Digg. It was a prank 
that I pulled off with the help of 
an anonymous group called User/ 
Submitter. The group's goal was to 
reveal how easy Digg makes it for 
corrupt people to buy votes and get 
free publicity on Digg’s front page. 
My goal was to see if U/S really could 
get something on the front page by 
bribing Digg users with my cash. So 


I created a really dumb blog, paid a 
couple hundred dollars to U/S, and 
discovered that you could indeed buy 
your way to the front page. Think of 
it as an anarchist prank designed to 
show flaws in the so-called democ- 
racy of the system. 

But there have also been mas- 
sive grassroots protests on Digg, one 
of which I wrote about in a column 
more than a year ago. Thousands 
of Digg users posted a secret code, 
called the Advanced Access Content 
System key, that could be used as part 
of a scheme to unlock the encryp- 
tion on high definition DVDs. The 
goal was to protest the fact that _ 
HD DVDs could only be played 
in “authorized” players chosen by 
Hollywood studios. So it forced 
people interested in HD to replace 
their DVD players with new devices. 
It was a consumer protest, essentially, 
and a very popular one. Hollywood 
companies sent Digg cease-and- 
desists requesting that they take 
down the AACS key whenever it 
was posted, but too many users had 
posted it. There was no way to stop 
the grassroots protest. Digg’s found- 
ers gave up, told the community to 
post the AACS key to their hearts’ 
content, and swore they would fight 
the studios to the end if they got sued 
(no suit ever materialized). 

Another kind of protest that’s 
occurred on Digg came just last 
month, and it was a small-scale 
rebellion among the people who sub- 
mit stories and are therefore Digg’s 
de facto editors. After Digg develop- 
ers changed the site’s algorithm so 
that it was harder to make stories 
popular, a group of Digg submitters 
sent a letter to Digg’s founders saying 
they would stop using the site if the 
algorithm wasn't fixed. You could 
compare this protest to publishing 
an editorial in a newspaper — it 
reflected grassroots sentiment but 
was written by a small minority of 
high-profile individuals. Though the 
company didn’t change its algorithm, 
this protest did result in the creation 
of town hall meetings where users 
could ask questions of Digg develop- 
ers and air their grievances. 

Each of these kinds of protests 
has its correlates in the real world: 
the symbolic prank, the grassroots 
protest, and the angry editorial. 
So forgive me if I laugh at people 
who say the Internet doesn’t foster 
community. Not only is there a 
community there, but it’s full of 
revolutionaries who fight for free- 
dom of expression. srec

is in Shanghai shooting Yip Man, 
which he describes as “the story of 
Bruce Lee’s teacher, a master of the 
Wing Chun kung fu style.” He’s 

a busy guy, and he could probably 
flatten any fool with a flick of his 
pinky finger. Fortunately, he typed 
up some answers to my e-mailed 
questions instead. 


SFBG On Flash Point — among 
other films — you're credited as the 
“action director.” How does that role 
differ from “ fight choreographer,” 
which you've served as on films like 
2002's Blade II and 2005°s SPL 
(a.k.a. Kill Zone)? Is it difficult to 
direct yourself when you're also acting 
in the scene? 

DONNIE YEN I think it’s a dif 
ference between the way action 
is treated in Hong Kong and in 
Hollywood. [In Hong Kong,] 
my job is to “direct” the action, 
and when I’m shooting the fight 
sequences, I take over the set. 


I choose the camera angles and 
see how the drama intercuts with 
the action. In Hollywood, you 
“choreograph” working with the 
main director. In the old days of 
Hong Kong action cinema, when 
the action director worked, the 
“drama” director went home! 


SFBG Which fight scene are you 
most proud of? 

DY Of my own stuff? I'd have to 
say the final fight in Flash Point, 
between Collin Chou and myself. 
That was definitely the toughest 
action scene of my career, and I 
think it shows! I really like the 
way we managed to apply MMA 
{mixed martial arts] techniques 
on-screen, especially some of the 
dynamic takedowns, which we 
haven't really seen before. 


SFBG You've worked on both 
Chinese and American films. What's 
the biggest difference between the two 
industries? Are you interested in hav- 
ing a Hollywood breakthrough like 
Jackie Chan or Jet Li? 

DY As I mentioned earlier, I have 
much more control over the final 
product in Hong Kong. I mean, 

on Flash Point, Ym the producer, 
the star, the action director... Of

course, I have to give credit to 
[director] Wilson Yip, who I have 
a great relationship with. This is 
our third film together. However, 
I would still like to work in 
Hollywood, providing it’s the right 
role in the right project. 


SFBG Flash Point is a “modern” 
film, but you're best known for period 
films like Hero. Which do you prefer? 

DY Honestly, I just like to keep 

challenging myself. For example, 

Flash Point has a really raw action 
style, very MMA influenced, but 

now I'm starting Yip Man, which 

is about Bruce Lee’s teacher, and 
so it’s all classical kung fu move- 


_ments but presented, hopefully, in 


a new and dynamic way. I would 
say that, technically, period films 
are more challenging, because, like 
with Hero, you're performing in 
traditional Chinese clothing, and 
the movements tend to be more 
complicated, The modern films, 
like Kill Zone and Flash Point, are 
tough because of the degree of real 
contact when you get slammed 
about during a fight scene. They're 
both challenging in different ways. 


SFBG What are your thoughts on 
CGF-enhanced fight scenes versus the 
old-fashioned kind? 

DY We used a lot of CGI in 
[2006's] Dragon Tiger Gate, 
because the story and the style of 
action demanded it. | think it’s 
probably been overused in some 
films to compensate for the fact 
that the stars of the films can’t 
actually do their own action! In 
my own films, I tend towards 
keeping it as real as possible, and 
we only use CGI for shots that 


- would really be impossible to do _ 


live on the set. There’s definite- 
ly very little CGI in Flash Point! 
(Cheryl Eddy)

experiencing the raw power and 
glory of the long-haired, avant- 
psych-punk Nipponese elders live. 
After catching the combo pulver- 
izing the sold-out mass at the 
Independent with their triple-drum- 
mer ferocity and Eye Yamantaka’s 
crazed musical-orb twirling, I can 
guarantee it'll be ecstasy for all at 
the Fillmore this week, sans the 
chemical cuddly-wuddlies, when the 
Boredoms.perform “in the round” — 
for the first time stateside, while 
promising to brandish “Sevena,” 
their seven-necked guitar. 

Out: Dungeons and Dragons 
creator Gary Gygax, RIP. In: 
pretending every music show is a 
dungeon. The question is who’s the 
dragon: the cranky bartender who 
has no patience for your Screaming 
Orgasm shit, the doorperson who 
can't find your name on the guest 
list, the dragon-size, 7-foot-plus 
dude blocking your view, or the 
organism with the dragon-breath 
yoo-hooing his buds? Minutes, if 
not seconds, of enjoyment. 

Not: lame jokes about lame 
white guys singing lame sexed-up 
R&B ballads — not to be confused 
with simply dorky jabs masquerad- 


ing as actual humor concerning 
those same sexed-up R&B ballads. 
No wonder Semi-Pro sucked all the 
air — compressed or no — from 


_the theaters. Even the OutKast’s 


André Benjamin couldn’t save that 
play. Hot: working online mundani- 
ties into your next pop hit. Witness 
Teyana Taylor’s “Google Me” on her 
MySpace (and then admire the way 
she smooshes her big hair beneath 

a single hoodie and marvel at the 
textlike clicks that sound like she’s 
clipping her toenails). Not to be 
mistaken for the ringtones I was 
planning to pen myself: “Facebook 
Snowballin’,” “Just Wanna Be 
Friendsters,” and “Kicking You 
Outta MySpace” 

Naughty: not using coasters, 
stage diving when the sign explicitly 
orders you not to; and stepping on 
the soft, sweet skulls of all the folkie 
kids sitting on the floor at the next 
Cat Power show. Haughty: the men- 
dicant monkish hoodie, otherwise 
known as the new trucker cap. I 
know balls-out volume dealers like 
Holy Fuck look cool as Franciscans 
pulling the hoodie hood over ye olde 
pate, but you're going to risk getting 
stereotyped as a druid in my rock- 
show/D&D game.

Reveille in reverb 


Baltimore duo Beach House show 
Devotion can be a dream

The first thing fans will notice 
about Beach House’s second album, 
Devotion (Carpark), is that it hews 
to the same gauzy sonic archi- 
tecture of their 2006 eponymous 
debut. An elegant combination of 
keyboard beats, organ drones, appa- 
ritional electric slide guitar, and 
Victoria Legrand’s molasses vocals 
gave Beach House a golden glow that 
sent music scribes running to their 
thesaurus for “autumnal” synonyms. 
These elements sound thicker on 
Devotion, though a few spins down 
the line it becomes apparent that 
the difference lies more in the com- 
positions themselves than in any 
studio trickery. 

This isn’t a small distinction, 
given our tendency to fetishize cer- 
tain sounds. Phil Spector produc- 
tions, Dusty Springfield laments, 
and Lee Hazelwood bonanzas all 
have brilliant surfaces, but they 
also have the depth of classical 
songwriting, complete with bridges, 
vamps, and theatrical flourishes. 
Legrand, the niece of French film 


composer Michel Legrand, grew up 
in a musical atmosphere. The two of 
us have a phone date, but work and 
a sick dog interfere, leaving her to 
e-mail me from her Baltimore home 
about her glam-rocking father (“My 
papa wore tight purple satin pants, 
with hair. down to ‘there’”) and 
her studies at Paris’s International 
Theatre School Jacques Lecog (“I 
was trained classically, and I know 
Alex [Scally, her Beach House 
bandmate] also has an affinity 
towards the classical, old-fashioned 
world, so I think it’s a given we'd be 
into the Zombies and . . . watered- 
down show-tune buildups’). 

And so we get a folded gem like 
Devotion’s “Heart of Chambers,” 
in which Legrand breathily asks, 
“Would you be my longtime baby?” 
On “Holy Dances,” a drowsy, shak- 
er-spurred verse flowers into the 
sunburst of Scally’s arpeggios. The 
centerpiece chorus of “All the Years” 
echoes with the same kind of distant 
regret running through the best 
of old girl-group records. Still, the 
purest pleasure on Devotion might 
be its sole cover, a version of Daniel 
Johnston’s “Some Things Last a

little “Technicolor moments.” 


Long Time”: Beach House distills 
the song to a plucked melody, loll- 
ing drum beat — it’s like listening 
to a “Be My Baby” single at 33 
rpm — and Legrand’s barely there 
inflection. “We felt compelled by 
the fragile essence of the song and 
merely wanted to capture it, if only 
for a brief moment,” she writes. 
Across Devotion, Legrand’s 
phrasing emerges as a major shap- 
ing force. She knows how to pause 


— inserting the breath before the 
chorus in “Turtle‘Island” and a deli- 
cious lingering note over at the end of 
“You Came'to Me.” And her some- 
times slumberous drawl gives the 
1960s pop orchestrations a European 
edge — Nico comes to mind — and 
from that same era Legrand also 
seems to have picked up the special 
knowledge that spelling a word out, 
as with “D.A.R.L.I.N.G..,” always 


makes it sexier. 


“We don’t have full rock band 
power, but that can also be detri- 
mental to songwriting,” Legrand 
writes. “Being a duo enables us 
to start simply and build from 
there.” It also allows the twosome 
to maintain a key measure of inti- 
macy. Though their preproduced 
effects emulate yesteryear’s studio 
magic, listeners never lose sight of 

_the modest means of this music. 
Devotion’s cover image strikes a 
similar balance, signaling formal- 
ity — Legrand and Scally sit at a 
candlelit table — while admitting a 
homegrown touch: the album’s title 
is spelled out in a cake’s icing, and 
Legrand’s casual bare foot peeks out 
at the bottom of the frame. 

If Beach House established the 
group’s palette, Devotion sees the 
duo working more confidently with 
the brush. When I describe some of 
the new disc’s brightest passages as 
“Technicolor moments” to Legrand, 
she replies: “I personally heard 
Technicolor in “Turtle Island’ during 
the bridge because all of a sudden 
the voices burst out, and it feels lit- 
erally like paint and light are burst- 
ing through . . . a soft burst like a 
bubble in slow motion.” That beats 
“autumnal” any day. srsc

FREEDOM IS A '69 DODGE: PAUL THORN'S HOMESPUN POETICS SHOOT STRAIGHT FROM THE HEART AND THE BRIAR PATCH 


When searching for recent signs of life in and recognition of 
country music’s biracial heritage beneath the rhinestone crust 

” of NashVegas culture, | became an unwitting fan of Tupelo, 
Miss., singer-songwriter Paul Thorn via his “Mission Temple 
Fireworks Stand,” as covered by Sawyer Brown with black 
sacred-steel whiz kid Robert Randolph. Then there were the 
good words passed on from Thorn’s participation last year 
at a Birmingham, Ala., medicine show for my friend Scott 
Boyer of Cowboy. Nor does it hurt that my all-time hero, Kris 
Kristofferson, has claimed, “Paul Thorn may be the best-kept 
secret in the music business. He and writing partner Billy 
Maddox turn out songs like a Mississippi Leiber and Stoller 
that put me in mind of Harry Crews’s creations — absolutely 
Southern, absolutely original.” And when | finally caught up with 
this paragon last month at Manhattan's Living Room, it was 
clear from the intimate set that Thorn lived up to the promise. 

The goodwill extends to Thorn’s eighth album, A Long Way from 

Tupelo (on his Perpetual Obscurity imprint), although it gets off to 
an underwhelming start. Openers “Lucky 7 Ranch” and “Everybody 
Wishes” sound like subpar Bruce Springsteen — sans polemical 
stridency. Yet the slow-building, smoldering third cut gets to the 
heart of Thorn’s voice. “A Woman to Love” is an instant soul classic, 
and a great retro-nuevo standard for the postmodern South. His 
muse proceeds to get happy on the funky gospel of “I’m Still Here” 

and the passionate, torchy “Burnin’ Blue.” Grammy darling and 
rockist hard-liver Amy Winehouse could make hay from “Crutches” 
— and should be encouraged to heed its message closely. And 
even soul twangmaster Travis Tritt’s recent The Storm (Category . 
5, 2007) could have been improved by including a cover of Thorn’s 
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title track with its brimstone-full blues-rock power and tale of 
illicit romance. Thorn, raised by a preacher father in the Church of 
God, gets back to sanctified roots on “What Have You Done to Lift 
Somebody Up.” Yass, y’all, the song comes quick with the holiness 
as it spreads a simple message of human kindness. Tupelo is an 
interesting case of an album getting stronger as it goes on, instead 
of kicking off with the expected fury. The later songs are suffused 
with soul and spirituality, as well as Thorn’s lyrical mix of home 
folks’ vernacular and trademark offbeat tragicomedy previously 
seen on beloved Thorn compositions like “Burn Down the Trailer 
Park.” And the references to other artists demonstrate his creative 
possibilities and reach across roots-regarding genres. In this tricky 
transatlantic cultural moment, Thorn seems poised to emerge 


_ strong from his decade of steady toil at the margins of assorted 


scenes, including the Americana ghetto. Whereas in the past he has 
benefited from rich mentoring — friend and collaborator Delbert 
McClinton, Police manager Miles Copeland, late outsider the artist 
Rev. Howard Finster — Thorn may finally make it big purely on the 
strength of what’s unique to him. He charmingly makes his down- 


home allegiances plain by donning a Piggly Wiggly muscle T on 
Tupelo’s back cover. 
Thorn is prescient and fortunate enough to be releasing this 


effort amid what’s starting to look like another boom of magnifi- 


cent Southern expression and genius — as demonstrated by.a 
range of recent releases from Donnie, tiberATL-ien Janelle Monae, 
Thorn’s homeboys the North Mississippi All-Stars, current toast 
Bettye LaVette, her producers the Drive-by Truckers, and Gnarls 
Barkley. Yes, such industry moves as appearances at South by 
Southwest and a Late Night with Conan O’Brien debut await 
Thorn this month, but what ultimately seems likely to put hiny 
across is the flexibility to open for and vibe with Toby Keith while 


‘reifying the wisdom of a black roadside Pentecostal preacher. 


Right now, in their desperation, the music business and the 
scenes that orbit it seem more open to sounds beyond the over- 
processed mainstream — even if the art boasts elements that 
tend to induce coastal prejudice like Thorn’s thick-as-molasses 
accent and his statement to Lone Star Music that “my music’s 
kind of like going to church with a six-pack.” As for.me, |’! be 
down at the Piggly Wiggly preparing to tote a bouquet of pig’s 
feet and some RC Cola to this Renaissance man’s South by 
Southwest show.

New members, new songbooks for SFJAZZ

Since its inception in 2004, the 
SFJAZZ Collective has changed 
out six of its eight original members. 
But now in the midst of its fifth 
season, the band sounds and, more 
importantly, interacts more cohe- 
sively than ever. 

“All the people we've had, have 
been very beneficial to the band,” says 
pianist and original member Renee 
Rosnes, during a recent rehearsal at 
the Masonic Auditorium. “They just 
bring another color to the: music.” 
Veteran saxophonist Joe Lovano, 
who joined last summer and replaced 
Joshua Redman, now nominally 
serves as resident sage, the position 
formerly held by vibraphonist Bobby 
Hutcherson. Also last summer, youth- 
ful Stephon Harris took Hutcherson’s 
slot, and this spring trombonist 
Robin Eubanks was added for the 
San Francisco residency and both the 
national and European tours. Despite 
the shifts, the ensemble’s firepower 
hasn’t diminished and the members 
are especially eager to tackle Wayne 
Shorter’s quixotic music, which they'll 
be playing along with their own. 

Saxophonist Shorter’s career has 
evolved from writing and playing on 
the front line of hard-bop standard- 
bearing Art Blakey's Jazz Messengers 
to a similar position with Miles 
Davis’s great shape-shifting quintet 
of the early 60s. While playing with 
Davis, Shorter compiled one of the 
most distinguished solo careers ever 
with an incomparable series of albums 
on Blue Note (1964's Juju and Night 
Dreamer and 1965’s The All Seeing 
Eye) that forever cemented his stature 


as a major composer. Subsequent 
turns as the cofounder of Weather 
Report and now the leader of an 
exquisite quartet have simply embel- 
lished Shorter’s reputation. 

Rosnes considers her time playing 
with Shorter a revelation. “It was such 
an impactful experience,” Rosnes 
explains. “The intensity and passion 
that he played with literally took my 
breath away.” 

On the brief 1988 tour that took 
the all-star band through the United 
States and Europe, Rosnes played 
a nightly duet with Shorter on his 
Brazilian ballad “Diana.” “There was 
complete spontaneity from night to 
night. He cherishes a lot of freedom 
within the music, and that really 
opened up my mind,” she says. 
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arranges a tune from the season’s 
composer, Rosnes has written the 
chart for “Diana” as well as Shorter’s 
classic “Footprints.” Other arrange- 
ments include “Armageddon” by 
saxophonist Miguel Zenén, “Aung 
San Suu Kyi” by trumpeter Dave 


Douglas, “El Gaucho” by bassist Matt 


Penman, “Yes or No” by drummer 
Eric Harland, and “Infant Eyes” by 
saxophonist Lovano. Rosnes says the 
arrangements give the band a more 
personal voice, which is appropriate 
when considering Shorter’s consider- 
able body of work. “He plays life,” 
Rosnes says, “through his horn.” srec

Midnight Boom 
(Domino) 


Once considered the noisy, No New 
York—besotted flip side to kindred 
duo White Stripes and the latter’s 
garage-centered Zep blues, the 

Kills just may have broken their own 
mold with Midnight Boom. Sure, 
more familiar rock moves crop 

up: from the almost soulful, Sonic 
Youth-tinged “Last Day of Magic” 
to the Pixies-caught-in-a-clinch- 
with-Soft Cell tango “Tape Song.” 
More thrilling are grimy, tin-beat- 
driven tracks such as grunting, 
badass chant “Sour Cherry,” which 
has Alison Mosshart delivering lines 
like “I’m a penny in a diamond mine” 
as if she were proposing verboten 
sexual positions in public spaces. 
“It’s all right to be mean,” she taunts 
attitudinally on the equally snap- 
ping, snare-riddled ’n’ sample-ready 
“Cheap and Cheerful.” “I want you 
to be crazy because you're boring ~ 
when.you’re straight /| want you 

to be crazy because you're stupid 
when you’re safe.” 

Even better are songs like 
“Black Balloon” and “Alphabet 
Pony,” which crisscross the mini- 
malist beatscape crafted by Spank 
Rock producer Alex Epton and the 
cranked-up guitar flurries of old. But 
perhaps the most meaningful tune 
on this disc, inspired by playground 
ditties sung by ’60s-era inner-city 
kids: the hustling, bustling “What 
New York Used to Be.” Call Midnight 
Boom a somewhat over-the-top bon 
mot — or torrid late-night text — to 
the good ol’ unsafe sounds emanat- 
ing from a pre-Disneyfied urban -

NASUM 
Doombringer 
(Relapse) 


There’s an inherent irony involved 
in lauding a grindcore outfit’s 
“longevity,” especially a band like 
Nasum, who race through the 16 
tracks on their new live album ina 
speedy 25 minutes. Nevertheless, 
it’s hard to ignore the fact that 
the Swedish riff-fountains have 
been pummeling their instruments 
for more than 15 years, gradually 
building an impeccable reputation 
as purveyors of only the best in 
crusty, politically minded grind. 
Doombringer captures one of the 
group’s consistently blistering live 
performances, recorded in Japan 
while on tour with their heroes, 
Napalm Death, and the set list 
spans their storied career with 
murky, blast-beaten aplomb. 

The recording’s release is tem- 
pered by sadness. The disc is the 
Nasum’s last, and though they’ve 
certainly earned the right to retire, 
_the circumstances are more tragic: 
in 2004, guitarist and lead vocal- 
ist Mieszko Talarczyk fell victim.to 
the Indian Ocean tsunami. Since 
Talarczyk’s death, his bandmates 
have concerned themselves with 
the group’s legacy, releasing Grind 
Finale, a two-disc Relapse retro- 
spective that distills their impos- 
ing back catalog into a mere 152 
tracks. 

Such a compendium is.a ae ca 
to metal fans everywhere, but 
grindcore is essentially a live 
medium, and the preservation of 
one of Nasum’s incendiary shows is 
perhaps even more of a testament 
to their quality than a collection 
of studio tracks. From the rubbery 
bass that concludes “Scoop” to 
the glorious chug of “A Welcome 
Breeze of Stinking Air,” Talarczyk - 
and his band will be sorely missed.

Street Horrrsing 
(ATP) 


Shining with glimmering keyboard 
lines, jagged beats, and-rafts of 
buzz-saw distortion, Fuck Buttons’ 
debut, Street Horrrsing, reveals a 
UK duo intent on digging into the 
fault lines previously cracked by 
assorted Krautrockers, sundry 
Rhode Island school of noisemak- 
ers, and like-minded fuck-dance- 
let’s-make-art buddies such as 
Jackie-O Motherfucker. An increas- 
ingly familiar amalgamation of 
sounds often found on art-space 
stages, true, but the three-year-old 
project undertaken by Andrew Hung 
and Benjamin John Power has come 
up with something akin to gold. 
Combining the aggression of 
punk (mainlining what sound like 
faraway radio transmissions of 
anarchic outrage on “Okay, Let’s 
Talk about Magic”), the symphonic 
qualities of buzz and drone (“Race 
to My Bedroom — Spirit Rise”), 
and primal rhythms kitted out with 
primatelike synthetic howls (“Ribs 
Out”), Street Horrrsing could eas- 
ily — and loudly — find its own 
bristling spot between Lou Reed’s 
Metal Machine Music (Buddha, 
1975) and No Fun Fest, Black Dice’s 
Beaches and Canyons (FatCat, 
2002) and Load Blown (Paw Tracks, 
2007). Ponder this: can noise nihil- 
ism rise above, levitating toward 
transcendent discord? I'll let you 
know if and when | get there. In 
the meantime, Hung and Power 
certainly make an effort to tap 
powers of transformative powers 
of cacophony to create an ever- 
deepening listen. (Chun)

JASON COLLETT Here’s to Being Here (Arts and Crafts) 


Although Broken Social Scenester Jason Collett’s new solo disc doesn’t have the sing-along drive of 2005’s /dols of 
Exile (Arts and Crafts), it has something that might be more sustainable in the long run: a harking back to the “live” 
recording sound heard when folkies first went-electric. Showcasing Collett’s touring band, Paso Mino,-Here’s to Being 
Here glides somewhere between electrified Neil Young and the emotional honesty of another fellow Canadian, neo- 
folkie Howie Beck, who recorded and produced the album. Collett’s voice has an ability to flutter so subtly that you 
want to lick it like a fresh-picked blackberry freed from its brambles. The most revealing songs emphasize this vocal 
development against a minimalist backdrop. “I was sorry then / I’m sorry now / I'll love you when / You come back 
down,” he croons on “Somehow,” and there’s a sense he might be talking to himself. (Ari Messer)

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DEL THA FUNKEE HOMOSAPIEN 
11th Hour 
(Definitive Jux) 


Ever since it was announced 

that longtime Oakland MC and 
Hieroglyphics Crew founding mem- 
ber Del tha Funkee Homosapien 
would be releasing his long-overdue 
new album, 11th Hour, through 
NYC’s Definitive Jux and not on 

his own crew’s indie label, Hiero 
Imperium, where he had dropped 
his last solo album, 2000's Both 
Sides of the Brain, tongues have 
been wagging and blogs have been 
speculating. Diehard Del fans were 
concerned that Def Jux top dog EI-P 
would interfere in the creative pro- 
cess, among other issues. 

With the March 11 release of 
11th Hour, such worries'can be put 
to rest, as the 13-track release is all 
Del and is all good — really good! In 
fact the artist, who in recent years 
has been schooling himself in music 
theory and learning various produc- 
tion programs, self-produced most 
of the funk-driven hip-hop-on the 
collection. Musically, the disc ranges 
from the rumbling, booty-shaking, 
pure-uncut, P-Funk-styled “Bubble 
Pop” to the mid-tempo, head-nod- 
ding “Situations” to the hypnotic, 
bass-heavy “Workin’ It” and “Foot 
Down,” the latter two both included 
on the long-player’s first single: In 
fact, Del’s production is so tight that 
on first listen it outshines his lyrics. 
Less in the deep, abstract Del mode 
that many associate with his Gorillaz 
or Deltron output, these rhymes 
are a more straightforward return 
to his roots style. Never forgetting 
where he came from, Del repeatedly 
references his East Bay hometown 
throughout. On the “Naked Fonk” 
— produced by Opio, one of the few 
album guests — Del raps, “I’m a hit 
you in the head like OPD.” And that 
he successfully does. (Billy Jam)

San Francisco Contemporary Music Players 


PREVIEW While electronics have transformed the very core of contem- 

porary dance music, rap, and pop, so-called art music of the concert hall 
persuasion still centers on acoustic instruments reverberating in real time. But ~ 
some of the earliest feats of sound manipulation, predating the Beatles’ trippy 
tape loops and even the ’60s soul tracks destined for an afterlife in eternal sam- 
pledom, were achieved by German composer Karlheinz Stockhausen, who was 
decidedly not a populist. In current terms, “electronic” music tends to denote the 
limitless reorganization of beats and breaks, but Stockhausen dispensed with 
regular rhythms altogether, turning his attention to the most basic components 
of sound itself, using now-primitive equipment to generate sine waves and splice 
magnetic tape. The most famous result of his experiments, aside from a nod 
from the Fab Four on the cover of Sgt. Pepper's, may be the 40-minute tape- 
based work Kontakte, for piano, percussion, and electronics, premiered in 1960. 
Pianist Julie Steinberg, who also moonlights as a percussionist for this perfor- 
mance by the San Francisco Contemporary Music Players, emphasizes the pro- 
hibitive complexity of performing Kontakte live. “We have to know the electron- 
ics perfectly,” she says of playing along with Stockhausen's original four-channel 
futuristic noise collage, now a digital version realized by a sound projectionist 
as the performers play. Conceived in recognition of the late composer's 80th 
birthday by percussionist Willie Winant, whose cutting-edge creds include work 
with Mr. Bungle, John Zorn, Sonic Youth, Wilco, and the Mystic Knights of 
the Oingo Boingo, this is a rare realization of what Winant calls “a masterwork” 
and a “seminal piece.” (Dina Maccabee)

EDLANDER’S GALAX, VIRGINIA (1962) 


“Friedlander” 


REVIEW Throughout Lee Friedlander’s 50-year oeuvre, much of which 

is now on display at San Francisco Museum of Modern Art, the photog- 
rapher has been lauded for his liveliness, optimism, and mobility. Yet his paean 
to modern Americana often resembles monochrome memento mori. Taken as a 
whole, Friedlander’s work has always seemed driven to:two poles: the ephemeral 
and the haunting. 

Heavily impressed by the avant-naturalism of European photographers 
Eugéne Atget and Henri Cartier-Bresson, as well as the post-World War Il 
experimentalism of Robert Frank, Friedlander staked his claim at a moment in 
the 1950s when the photograph transcended the moribund category of journal- 
istic tool and became its own art form. Modeling much of his working method 
around Cartier-Bresson’s so-called decisive moment, Friedlander’s timeless 
images still have a striking past tense about them. Now ossified on film, these 
thousand microcosmic moments, captured throughout the 1960s and ’70s, seem 
like lively obituaries. 

While Friedlander first made a rtame for himself as a contractor for Atlantic 
Records — where he shot such musicians as Ornette Coleman — he was never a 
celebrity photographer. In fact, his most intriguing work resulted from a personal 
obsession with traveling and shooting the country, crisscrossing between New 
York and his home state of Washington. And so the images of nocturnal motel 
rooms, cycloptic TV sets, and storefront tessellations conjure the American dyna- 
mism and dread of Vladimir Nabokov or David Lynch. The plethora of windows 
and mirrors in his street photography admit countless apertures through which 
to see his subjects. But Friedlander’s playful sense of humor always appears just 
within the clutches of something inexplicably sinister — like the cartoonish 
shadows that often hover into his frame. Though his more recent work — in por- 
traiture, nudes, and particularly in nature — may suffer slightly from the inevi- 
table cooling of youth’s ambition, Friedlander’s baroque attention to detail and 
depth of field are unmatched. This is a definitive exhibition on one of America’s 
most ingenious, albeit conflicted, photographers. The photographer's son Erik 
Friedlander will perform pieces from his album Block Ice and Propane (SkipStone, 
2007) on April 24, 8 p.m., $12-$15, at Phyllis Wattis Theater.

Tir na nog translates Edna O’Brien’s debut 


novel to the stage

It’s hard for a contemporary reader to 
fathom why — indeed, it was proba- 
bly hard for many non-Hire readers to 
fathom even then — but when Edna 
O’Brien’s debut novel, The Country 
Girls, came out in 1960, she was con- 
sidered a disgrace to all of Ireland. 
Priests burned it in churchyafds and 
denounced it from the pulpit. Her 
books — soon to include two Country 
Girls sequels, as the original was a hit 
everywhere else — were banned from 
the Emerald Isle as late as 1977. 

Just what could have been so 
offending about a book now described 
in reference books as “comic and 
charming,” in contrast to her more 
“somber and sophisticated” later 
works? Not a whole hell of a lot, by 
current standards. In The Country 
Girls, O’Brien’s two young female 
protagonists drink, disrespect the 
clergy, use bad language, and flirt 
with men. Actually, only the naughty 
one commits most of these “sins.” 

But even the “nice” one becomes 
dangerously attached to a married 
man. Painted as boozy, abusive, and 


unreliable, Irish manhood in gen- 
eral doesn’t come off too well in the 
boisterous yet coolly told chronicle 
of these Girls. Which might be the 
real reason that it incited such public 
condemnation, notwithstanding all 
expressions of moral outrage. 

In addition to her literary fiction 
(which got a whole lot more sexually 
frank in subsequent years), O’Brien 
has written screenplays and teleplays 
since the early 1960s, and stage 
scripts for many years as well. Lately 
she’s developed a rather simpatico 
relationship with the Magic Theatre. 
Tir na nég, a nearly-half-century-later 
theatrical adaptation of The Country 
Girls, is her third Magic premiere. 

It follows the rather dreadful hair- 
pulling lady fight over one husband 
in Triptych (recurrent focus on such 
male-companion neediness is why 
O’Brien is a major female author sel- 
dom embraced by ferninist academics 
or critics) and the structurally con- 
ventional, enjoyably juicy imploding- 
family melodrama Family Butchers. 

Tir na nog is something else, “a 
play with song” (its initial title) that 
tries mixing music, dance, a source 
narrative boiled down to rapid-fire

outline, and yea more elements into 

a meta-theatre experience. It doesn’t 
entirely work, due more to the 

text than any failings in departing 
Magic artistic director Chris Smith’s 
resourceful production. But it’s still 
an arresting evening, with fine work 
from the largely multicast nine-mem- 
ber ensemble. 

The “country girls” here are 
two authorial alter-ego halves. Kate 
(Allison Jean White) is the only child 
of a long-suffering mother (Mary 
Pitchford) and drunken, abusive pa 
(Matt Foyer). Baba (Summer Serafin) 
is only child to the western village's 
wealthiest couple, a flame-haired 
bratty terror. 

Once the two girls are later sent 
off to convent school, the bad girl 
predictably gets them both expelled. 
After intermission, they make a first 
stab at adult life in big-city Dublin: 
serious-minded Kate as a working 
student carrying on a fitful affair 
with ardent-yet-married-to-a-mental- 
case “Mr, Gentleman” (toweringly 
suave Robert Parsons); Baba as an 
aspiring vamp stealing thrills from 
her own less-discriminatingly-chosen 
cheating beaus. 

The book isn’t exactly a blur of 
incident. But in its first half O’Brien’s 
adaptation too often feels like a ° 
careless cinematic downsizing of 
highlights into too-short scenes, glue- 
gunned together by variably vocalized 
song snippets. ‘ ;

After the break, however, Tir 
na nog (which translates as “land of 
youth”) slows down for several poi- 
gnantly deep scenes, notably between 
Kate and her stern Austrian land- 
lady (Darragh), as well as a couple- 
of unsuitable suitors. Beautifully 
handled by Smith and his design col- 
laborators, the play goes off-rails a 
bit when O’Brien imposes as ending 
a flashback-memory montage, with 
principal characters (including dead 
ones) drifting back onstage to speak 
prior best lines in echo! echo! echo! 
recollection. Yet there’s a certain 
charm to ex-Riverdance choreogra- 
pher Jean Butler's ensuing ensemble 
step-dance finale. 

If the novel’s Kate came off as 
a guileless blank slate — passively 
dragged down again and again by 
Baba’s misdeeds — White fills out 
that character with impressive gravi- 
tas. Serafin is a marvel as the antsy- 
panted best friend who simply can't 
repress her disrespect for authority, or 
precocious aspirations as a va-voom 
mantrap. SFBG

Hope Mohr Dance 


PREVIEW After training in ballet, San Francisco native Hope Mohr 

moved to New York City, where she danced with Lucinda Childs 
and Douglas Dunn before spending four seasons with the Trisha Brown 
Dance Company. After eight years, she decided that she could get a life 
and work in what still was home. Significantly, upon returning in 2005, she 
joined the company of Margaret Jenkins, who had also left the Big Apple 
to resettle in her Bay Area stomping grounds more than 30 years ago. Even 
then, however, Mohr knew that she would eventually want her own group. 
This upcoming concert is the debut of her newly formed Hope Mohr Dance 
troupe, in which she'll present four pieces with 13 dancers. Of key inter- 
est is her 2007 collaboration with video artist Douglas Rosenberg, Under 
the Skin, a commissioned work from Stanford University that grew out of 
a series of workshops Mohr conducted with breast cancer survivors. Five 
trained dancers and three survivors perform together in the piece. When 
Bill T. Jones created his 1994 Szi// Here, conceived on a similar premise, 
it raised a firestorm of criticism about so-called “victim art.” Mohr is con- 
fident that the fertile tension between the subject matter and the dance’s 
formal demands has allowed her to create a work that stands on its artistic 
merits. The other three pieces, Moments of Being (a premiere), Elision, and 
more awake than dreaming, are non-narrative investigations of what gave 
Mohr’s debut program its title, “Let the Body Speak.” (Rita Felciano)

Music boxes, small and 
delicately embroidered pouches, tiny toy cars 
that run (or stop, anyway) all by themselves, 
and-a hauntingly poised antique porcelain doll 
in arocker are a few of the more prominent 
fixtures in Cagigal’s shop of wonders. He 
presents them with a genial mixture of suave 
assurance and giddy excitement, as if some 
attention-hungry, Ritalin-ready inner child 
were due at any moment to burst through the 
showman’s dapper demeanor. Cagigal’s feats 
of prestidigitation and mind reading — das- 
tardly clever in. conception and confoundingly 
smooth in execution — keep his audience riv- 
eted and actively engaged for two 45-minute 
acts. As an attempt to blend the interactive 
ceremonies of the traditional magic act with 


the full range of theatrical performance, how- 
ever, The Pandora Experiment is an admirable 
trial case that never coheres. Only at the end, 
when we learn something of the fascinating 
genealogy of the performer and the intriguing 
items arrayed in the room, does the potential 
for a séancelike meld of dramatic circumstance 
and expert conjuring make its presence con- 
vincingly felt. (Avila)

Fisher gets the ugly business about the gay 
Republican party operative who died in her bed 
of an overdose out of the way: “He didn’t die in 
the saddle.” Phew! But that is one of only a few 
indiscretions not attributed to the 51-year-old 
actress and author. Her tabloid life — from the 
exploits of her famous parents (Eddie Fisher 
and Debbie Reynolds), to her failed marriage 
with folk singer Paul Simon, to her well-docu- 
mented stints in rehab and the loony bin — has- 
left little to public imagination. Rest assured, 
Fisher reveals much that managed to elude the 
press — like what George Lucas had her wear 
under her Princess Leia gown — in a gossipy 
string of tales that begins with her_birth and 
works in everything from Samuel Johnson 
references to pot jokes. Frequently, under Tony 
Taccone’s direction, she pulls out audience 
members to help her demonstrate important 
matters, such as how the Leia buns don’t flat- 
ter anyone. Quite orally fixated, she rarely 
speaks without simultaneously smoking, sip- 
ping on Diet Cokes, or snacking. All the while, 


she paces the living room set with a backdrop 
of a huge crooked window that doubles as a 
video screen into Fisher’s past. It’s hard to spot 
the point in this refreshingly unpreachy tell-all. 
What | learned is that Fisher is wickedly funny 


_ and undaunted to stand before all of us simply

Big book, tiny topic 


Some eccentric notes on a favorite tactic of the publishing industry -

REVIEW This week, I’m review- 
ing a book about 
toothpicks, a book 
about citrus, and a 
book about pigeons. 
When I first men- 
tioned this plan to a 
fellow editor, she said it prompted 
visions of a surrealist game of Clue: 
the orange stabbed the pigeon in the 
study with a toothpick. 

In truth, my motivation is prag- 
matic. I want to draw attention to 
the publishing industry’s love of 
big books devoted to tiny topics. It 
seems that one surefire way of selling 
a nonfiction tome is by focusing on 
a very specific subject. For evidence, 
one need only look at recent efforts 
such as, Pierre Laszlo’s Citrus: A 
History (University of Chicago Press, 
252 pages, $25), Henry Petroski’s 
The Toothpick: Technology and Culture 
(Knopf, 443 pages, $27.95), and 
Andrew D. Blechman’s Pigeons: The 
Fascinating Saga of the World’s Most 
Revered and Reviled Bird (Grove 
Press, 239 pages, $24). 

Without snappy cover art and a 
colon followed by a subtitle, these 
books would be ready for inclusion 
in the next edition of Russell Ash 
and Brian Lake’s Bizarre Books: 

A Compendium of Classic Oddities 
(Harper Perennial, 224 pages, 
$14.95), a collection devoted to 
ridiculous and arcane tomes. Today, 
the colon (note that Ash and Lake’s 
book also sports one) is a way for 
author and publisher to assert an 
awareness of the potential absurdity . 
that might arise from inscribing a 
world history on the head of a pin 
— or the tip of a toothpick. 

Which brings us to The 
Toothpick. It’s the latest endeavor 
by a writer who specializes in large 
books on tiny topics. Petroski’s pre- 
vious lengthy portrait in words was 


devoted to the toothpick’s cousin 
of sorts, the pencil. He brings an 
ease born from familiarity to his 
latest project. He also brings an 
anti-Wikipedia agenda, beginning 
his toothpick odyssey with a collec- 
tion of false “stuff rustled up from 
the wild, wild Web.” In the United . 
States, the toothpick does have ties 
to Charles Forster — as claimed by 
answers.com and other Web sites 
— but Forster did not “invent” it, 
as one online source of misinforma- 
tion states. If you read The Toothpick, 
you ll learn about Forster and about 
Benjamin Sturtevant, a contempo- 
rary who has been erased from the 
toothpick’s United States—origin 
myth. Neither Forster nor Sturtevant 
are the most fascinating men ever to 
have probed their gums. 

The point of Petroski’s tooth- 
pick testament is sharpest when 
he uses his small subject to touch 
upon ideas from different eras and 
cultures. Thus, before Forster and 
his Charles Foster Kane—like name 
(though not, alas, story) take over, 
The Toothpick cites a long passage 
from James Joyce’s 1916 A Portrait of 
the Artist as a Young Man that cries 
out for a toothpick, provides illus- 
trations of Chinese toothpicks that 
look like chandeliers, and notes that 
the Renaissance was “the golden age 
of toothpicks.” Perhaps literally — 
there are golden toothpicks, as well 
as ones made from walrus whiskers. 

As its title might suggest, 
Laszlo’s Citrus: A History presents a 
fruit-centric — though by no means 
fruitopian — history of the world. 
Via the erudite Laszlo, the travels of 
an orange can blossom into a discus- 
sion of religious persecution. Laszlo 
is a retired professor of chemistry, 
and his prose presents a mix of 
stuffiness and frolic, whether imag- 
ining a correspondence with the first 
person ever to write a book about 
citrus (an 11th-century Chinese 
governor named Han Yen-Chih), 


randomly leaping from a descriptive 
passage into a recipe, or redundantly 
telling the reader that he is about to 
tell a story. Ultimately, Citrus does 

have the passion — if not always the 


juice — of a labor of love, even when 


its author favors the kind of obvious 
symbolism found in this sentence. 
In comparison, Pigeons author 


. Blechman is a storyteller who has a 


way with a hilarious turn of phrase. 
He writes of “backyard geneticists” 
who create birds “more akin to a 
Dresden figurine than a child of 
nature,” notes that the pigeon “has 
been prized as a source of compan- 
ionship (and protein),” and confesses 
his fondness for the Frillback, a breed 
with feathers that look like they 
“were dipped in Jheri Curl.” Over 
the course of one winter, he meets 
as many breeds of pigeon obsessives 
as he does pigeons. The wildest 
marriage might be between Parlor 
Rollers and their owners. Parlor 
Rollers somersault backward up to 
600 feet in a single effort, a display 
that Blechman deems “the avian 
equivalent of obsessive-compulsive 
disorder.” When Blechman asks one 
owner why the birds do what they 
do, the man replies, “Because they’re 
retarded, that’s why.” 

Actually, Pigeons makes a strong 
case for recognizing and respecting 
the oft-abused pigeon, a case drawn 
from no less a source than Charles 
Darwin's 1859 On the Origin of 
Species. Blechman’s book contains 
some disturbing passages (especially 
a foray into a Pennsylvania town 
that made bird slaughter into an 
annual holiday replete with teen 
boys delivering body slams) and no 
shortage of funny adventures. By the 
end, it transformed the way I view 
pigeons. Though I’m a vampire for 
blood oranges and IJ abuse toothpicks 
like an addict smokes cigarettes, I’m 
afraid the other two books didn't 
have quite the same impact. srec

The filling station, continued

When a service station is torn down 
to make way for an art gallery, we 
cheer. When the art gallery folds 
and is succeeded by a restaurant, we 
shuffle our feet uneasily. At least 
they won't be.tearing the building 
down to bring back the service sta- 
tion — but art galleries are harder 
to find than restaurants. 

Pacific Catch is a pretty good 
seafood restaurant in a neighbor- 
hood already chockablock with res- 
taurants. The prices are moderate, 
the service is friendly and efficient, 
the food is good, and the look is 
handsome in a not-overbearing 
way. But those who remember that 
the space was home for several 
years to the Canvas Gallery — a 
blend of art forum, café, restau- 
rant, and meetinghouse, with a 
general university-town flavor 
— won't recognize much when 
they step inside. The interior floor 
plan has been heavily reworked: 
the central coffee and pastry bar, 
once surrounded by naves hung 
with paintings and photographs, 
has been replaced by tables, chairs, 
and booths. There is also now (at 
the far side of the restaurant as you 
enter) a shiny and bustling exhibi- 
tion kitchen, along with a bold 


color scheme of red and blue, and 
light fixtures that look like clusters 
of bottomless Bombay Sapphire 
gin bottles. All that remains of the 
original layout is a smaller dining 
room along the building’s north 
face, looking across the busy street 
at Golden Gate Park. 

Still, there is a nice irony in 
the transformation of a filling sta- 
tion — or indeed any other urban 
eyesore — into a haven of civiliza- 
tion, whether it’s a locus for art or 
food, and to have a seafood restau- 
rant on a site that once reeked of 
gasoline fumes must be accounted 
an improvement by any standard. 
I only wish Pacific Catch weren't 
a nascent chain; there’s a tiny 
sibling outlet on Chestnut in the 
Marina, another (of unknown 
scale) in Corte Madera, and a gen- 
eral sense, as a friend of mine put 
it, that still more Pacific Catches 
can’t be far off. 

The food is accordingly main- 
stream, with tweaks and tunings 
that reflect sensibilities on either 
side of the Pacific, trending some- 
times in an Asian direction and at 
others in a Latin American one. 
Among the great Mexican seafood 
dishes must be the fish taco, and 
Pacific Catch offers several ver- 
sions ($4.25), all creditable on their 


' beds of shredded cabbage: Baja, 
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with chunks of batter-fried halibut 
or cod; grilled mahimahi, slathered 
in the restaurant’s ubiquitous avo- 
cado-tomatillo salsa; and barbecue 
shrimp, enlivened by little flares 
of fresh ginger (a nod across the 
Pacific there). Side dishes enhance 
the south-of-the-border aura; black 
beans ($2.95 for a sizable crock) 
are well seasoned and sprinkled 
with crumblings of queso fresco, 
while grilled corn ($2.95) — still 
on disks of cob — is suitable for 
dipping into accompanying pats of 
chipotle butter. 

If Pacific Catch can seem like 
a cantina in Cabo San Lucas, it 
can also present itself as a sushi bar 
on Maui. A variety of sashimi is 
offered (as is its New World cousin, 
seviche), along with a selection of 
sushi rolls and — for that Hawaiian 
touch — poke ($8.50), cubes of 
lightly seared ahi drizzled with soy 
sauce and served atop a Fritos-like 
mélange of rice chips. The poke 
is temperamentally well suited to 
share table space with wakame 
(seaweed) salad ($3.95), a staple of 


‘sushi bars and notable here for its 


considerable size. The salad is plen- 

ty for two and could even satisfy 

four if other treats were on the way. 
The grilled salmon ($19.95) 

—a deftly grilled filet — had 


been organically farmed in British

Columbia, which relieved some of 
my unease at having it, since farmed 
salmon is usually a big no-no. The 
so-called California presentation 
itself was pleasant if unremarkable 
and consisted of a huge scoop of 
brown rice, several stalks of steamed 
asparagus (with basil aioli for dip- 
ping), and under the fish, a confit of 
tomatoes and lemon. 

Even if Pacific Catch is mostly 
a seafood restaurant, you don’t have 
to have seafood. You could have 
grilled skirt steak ($18.95), glazed 
with miso, cut into tender:slices, 
and plated with a huge scoop of 


white rice, a salad of picked cucum-_ 


ber threads, and a pile of decep- 
tively pale kimchi that packed a real 
and thrilling wallop of garlic and 
chili pepper. My only complaint 
about these large plates is that they 
did look like subcompacts coming 
off an assembly line: this one got an 
extra cup holder from the parts bin, 
that one a CD deck in the dash- 
board — but otherwise they heavily 
resembled one another in a bolted- 
together way. 

Dessert tends to soothe com- 
plainants of most stripes, luckily, 
and Pacific Catch has at least one 
quite good dessert: a sundae ($6.50) 
built on a macadamia-nut brownie. 
The brownie isn’t a doodle or add- 
on here, an extra calorie payment

stuffed into a sundae glass with 
gobs of ice cream, as is so often the 
case with brownie sundaes; instead, 
it’s like Huck’s raft, sprawling 
and commodious, and the blob of 
macadamia-nut ice cream on top is 
almost a condiment. Other condi- 
ments include twin oozings of hot- 
fudge and caramel sauces. 

There’s one element of the 
mix that hasn't changed much in 


- the metamorphosis, and that’s the 


crowd. It remains young and col- 
legiate- or postcollegiate-looking, 
although the noise level has risen 
noticeably. In the old art-café days, 
people tended to keep even their

White made right. 


Although “white” carries generally 
favorable connotations in our race- 
haunted society, the spell breaks at 
the gates of the wine kingdom. When 
Californians mention wines they like, 
the wines are almost always red ones 
—and more often than not, caber- 
nets sauvignons. White wines? What 
are those? 

To an extent, this bias can be 
explained by the great and unexpect- 
ed success of (red) California wines 
at the famous Paris blind tasting of 
1976, in which French judges ended 
up preferring the New World wines. 
But the vestigial glow of this triumph 
doesn’t explain why so many young 
people I know, many-of them recently 
converted from beer to wine, already 
equate “wine” with red wine. Are red 
wines inherently superior? 

Part of the issue could have to do 
with the fact that white wines are by 
nature more naked and skeletal than 
their red cousins. Their flaws tend to 
show, and they don’t have rich color 
or fruit-bomb radiance to distract us 
from noticing them. Another and 
more pertinent factor is the lackluster 
quality of so much California white 
wine. Many of the best whites still 
come from difficult little swatches of 
Europe (rainy Galicia, stony Sardinia, 
chilly Burgundy, the chalky Loire 
Valley), while our homegrown grapes, 
having lived the high life in rich 
soil and warm sunshine, too often 
produce wines that are flabby and 
flubbery (in the case of chardonnay) 
or aggressively grassy (in the case of 
sauvignon blanc). 

Of course, I overgeneralize — but 
with intent. There are good white 
wines of California provenance to be 
found, and it’s fun to try to find them. 
You might have met despair while 
locked in the bathroom at a party, 
spitting up yet another overcooked 
chardonnay, but you will be all the 
more grateful when you take your first 
silvery sip of Navarro’s dry riesling, or 
Dry Creek’s utterly Loire-like chenin 
blanc — or if you are bound and 
determined to find a good California 
chardonnay, the unoaked chardonnay 
from Clos LaChance. The winery 
is slightly off the beaten path, in 
the foothills south of San Jose, and 
the wine is nearly Burgundian in its 

well-managed acidity (like a sharp 
knife with a sumptuous handle), crisp 
apple-y character, and wondrous lack 
of buttery bloat. If you've gagged on 
your last slug ever of party chardon- 
nay, a gentle tipple of this stuff should 
settle you down nicely.

CHEAP EATS There was this

Beer makers sluggish on “Slow Food” concept 


FALLING FLAT It was clear early on that the Slow Beer Festival, 

presented March 1 by Slow Food San Francisco and the San 
Francisco Brewers Guild, was more of an excuse to get drunk in a conven- 
tion hall on a Saturday afternoon than to explore how beer could be sus- 
tainable. Twelve NorCal microbreweries lined the green-hued cement walls 
of the County Fair Building — Marin Brewing, Speakeasy, Anderson 
Valley, Red Seal, and so on. An administrator at the front desk, though, 
couldn’t tell me what the difference was between a Slow Beer and your 
everyday microbrew (though she did say it was “a good question”). The 
man at the nationally distributed Gordon Biersch stand said bluntly, “Yeah, 


we're a corporation.” 


Normally I'd say, “Fill up my glass and pass me another Gambone- 


mushroom-and-cheese skewer [drizzled in salsa verde]!” 


Here, though, I 


began to actually wonder how beer could be incorporated in the Slow Food 
ideology. As the manifesto says, “May suitable doses of guaranteed sensual 
pleasure and slow, long-lasting enjoyment preserve us from the contagion 
of the multitude who mistake frenzy for efficiency.” 

The Slow Foodists seek not just to change the food we consume, but to 
change how we consume it as well. So isn’t a sterile room for beer tasting 
just stripping beer down to its flavor, and not about the way we experience 
it? At the festival, on one side of the gate there was a crowded room with a 
slender outdoor food garden and (by my estimate) 200 gallons of beer; on 
the other side, a park blanketed in sunshine. The latter setting might be 
better for bringing out the true sensual pleasures of beer. Next year, why 
not save money on the room deposit and hold the event in Michael Pollan’s 


backyard. (Jon Beckhardt)

Desperately seeking cinema 


On the many looking glasses of Jennifer Reeves

Jennifer Reeves’s movies are personal wishing 
wells, each.a repository of dreams and wotries. 
As we see ourselves reflected in the water’s 
surface after tossing in a coin, so too is Reeves's 
presence apparent in the handmade, fussed- 
over quality of her moving pictures. I use that 
broad designation pointedly, as her films are as 
varied in material and form as they are prosaic 
in mood and temperament. Over 15 years of 
independent filmmaking, the New York-based 
artist has created hand-painted films in the 
style of her mentor Stan Brakhage, freewheel- 
ing shorts, fiction fantasias, 16mm double-pro- 
jections, feature narratives, and experiments in 
high definition. an Francisco Cinematheque 
hosts the formally restless filmmaker for a 
three-program tour. 

Reeves'’s early shorts channel riot-grrrl 
spark with scratched-up film stock. Elations in 
Negative (1990) is a good sample of the cellu- 
loid-mad sexual politics of these 16mm beaters, 
though Taste It Nine Times (1992), with its vivid 
pickle-biting innuendos, will be missed from 
the Cinematheque run. In painted films like 
The Girl’s Nervy (1995) and Fear of Blushing 
(2001), Reeves’s appropriation of Brakhage’s 
technique conveys playful femininity in color, 
pattern, and music. 

Though Reeves toyed with narrative 


early on, most notably in 1996's psychodrama 
Chronic, 2004’s The Time We Killed represented 
a kind of breakthrough. An unhurried 94 
minutes passes through the dark mirror of an ~ 
agoraphobic poet keeping to her New York 
apartment during the buildup to the Iraq War. 
“Terrorism brought me out of the house, but 
the war on terror drove me back in,” Robyn 
(Lisa Jarnot) says in her peripatetic voice-over, 
adding later, “I’m afraid of catching the amne- 
sia of the American people.” Reeves’s magneti- 
cally immersive filmmaking is such that the 
political situation neatly folds into an extended 
experiment in subjectivity — besides being an 
unstinting portrait of madness (it’s everywhere 
in this film: in a record’s spin and neighbors’ 
voices echoing through the walls, in dogs’ faces, 
bathwater, and masturbation), The Time We 
Killed also serves as an understated chronicle of 
the collateral psychic and moral damage of our 
country’s manufactured warmongering. 

The Time We Killed is heavier than Reeves's 
other work, though it’s not without humor; she 
finds the ridiculous, unwieldy side of depres- 
sion in Robyn’s litany of death fantasies and a 
painfully misguided interaction with a curious 
neighbor. Robyn’s locked in, but Reeves is for- 
mally unfettered, mixing conventional 16mm 
footage with lyrical, associative streams of inner 
life shot in high-contrast black-and-white. The 
filmmaker raids her home-movie archive for 
the film, in addition to using her own apart- 


ment and acting as Jarnot’s body double during 
the extended shooting. This air of transference 
makes The Time We Killed weirdly transparent, 
so we feel as intimately connected to Reeves’s 
isolated work in the editing room as we do to 
Robyn’s experience in the apartment. 

Since The Time We Killed, Reeves has 
returned to more typically experimental film- 
making. Her 2006-07 Light Work variations 
strike an ideal balance of abstract and repre- 
sentational visions, in the process cataloging 
the changing textures of cinema. In the affect- 
ing He Walked Away (2007), Reeves dissects, 
refracts, and abstracts footage from her older 
movies to create a tri-tipped memorial piece 
in which the intrinsically elegiac nature of 
cinema is connected to the dissolution of film 
technology, which is then tied to the disappear- 
ing loves and friendships that shadow personal 
lives. 

As with Guy Maddin — another film- 
maker who favors overheated evocations — one 
has the sense that Reeves could make a hun- 
dred interesting movies from the same scraps 
of footage. “I want to counter the turncoats 
who say film’s dead,” Reeves announces on her 
excellent new blog. “Try telling a painter that 
she can only use digital paint on a Mac for the 
rest of her life. She’d be pissed.” But if she were 
Jennifer Reeves, she certainly wouldn't slow 
down. sras

In the days after | first saw Gus Van Sant’s 
Paranoid Park, | was preternaturally attuned to 
the sound of skateboards dragging the street 
outside my bedroom window—the slow tug 
of concrete, the bumping waves of wheels. 
This ambient strain surrounds Paranoid Park’s 
cherubic point of focus: Alex (Gabe Nevins), 
a sleepy-eyed skater waiting out his parents’ 
divorce in a Portland, Ore., suburb. He occu- 
piés most of the film’s exquisitely composed 
frames, though he’s more a figure etched in 
light than a proper protagonist. i 
Figure-eight narrations and slow-moving 
Steadicam tracks have underpinned Van 
Sant’s last couple of films (2003's Elephant, 
2005's Last Days), though they're more art- 
fully embedded in Paranoid Park’s fragrant 
sprawl, not least because of the visual equiva-_ 
lencies provided by the film’s skateboarding 
footage. Blake Nelson’s airless young-adult 
novel presents Alex’s story as an extended 
confessional letter. Van Sant dissembles chro- 
nology and inflects the narration with associa- 
tive freedom. 
_ Most immediately, Van Sant folds Nelson’s 
plot to delay.the central trauma, which first 
enters our vision peripherally through a 
detective’s investigation and a local news 
report. With that said, narrowing the effect of 
this organizing principle is a little like trying to 
get a fix on Phil Spector’s reverb or Gerhard 
Richter’s gray — Van Sant’s placid puzzling 
is a textural aesthetic before it’s adevice. ~

Where Nelson’s moral tale is a stream- 
lined account, Van Sant’s adaptation 
aims for something more transparent 
and sublime. His Alex is at once layered 
and laid bare. 

This channeling begins with a slow- 
creeping tracking shot as Alex is inter- 
viewed by a detective. What begins as 
a conversation eventually lands as a 
full-frame portrait of the adolescent, 
the detective’s words (“What’s your 
parental situation?”) left hanging in 
the air, irrelevant. As Nevins garbles 
his lines, the boundary between the 
nonprofessional actor and his character 
becomes palpably blurred. Does Van 
Sant’s MySpace casting call automati- 
cally qualify as tawdriness? Not when 
Paranoid Park maintains its enigmatic 
distance. Indeed, Van Sant renders the 
film’s MacBook surfaces — the sub- 
dued luminescence, boxy 4:3 aspect 
ratio, and soundtrack shuffle from Elliot 
Smith to the Juliet of the Spirits score 
— as something unique and refined. 

Like so many high school boys, Alex 
is essentially passive (see the film’s 
hilarious sex scene, with talky girlfriend 
Jennifer’s blond wisps dissolving Alex’s 
face like something from Maya Deren’s 
1943 Meshes of the Afternoon). Van 
Sant captures this state via formal per- 
meability, rigorously designing Paranoid 
Park’s memory machine as a head trip. 
Strips of slow motion, a narrow-depth- 
of-field, ping-ponging sound, a mum- 
bled voice-over — all these elements 
serve to cover the largely amateur cast 
but also to project Alex’s environmental 
interiority. This tendency reaches a 
swollen apex during a posttraumatic 
shower. The camera again draws in, 
and Christopher Doyle’s typically lus- 
cious lensing isolates every droplet; 
the lighting darkens, and the blistering 
sheets of water-noise are overlaid with 
thick forest sounds as Alex drops his 
head, revealing the bathroom wallpa- 
per’s bird motif. 

There’s no buried logic to Paranoid 
Park, and even though it’s shaped as 
much like a jigsaw as Donnie Darko 
(2001) and Rian Johnson’s underap- 
preciated Brick (2005), it doesn’t invite 
solutions. Whether or not Alex’s with- 
holding aura is read as a symbolic clos- 
eting, Van Sant’s direction is some kind 
of sorcery, especially in those B-roll 
streams of easy riders through which 
the film’s story expands to encompass 
all breathless teenage riots. Paranoid 
Park ends with these images after cut- 
ting from Alex asleep in biology class, 
dreaming of flying. He never touches 
the ground, always hovering between 
idyll and responsibility, the dream and 
his place in it. (Max Goldberg)

Black Lizard made me gay. Or, at the 
very least, Kenji Fukasaku’s 1968 
jewel-toned mod noir opened my 
quasicloseted 16-year-old eyes to a 
certain queer aesthetic — one which - 
foregrounds its own artifice by using 
Aubrey Beardsley’s illustrations for 
Oscar Wilde’s Salome as wallpaper; 
one which dresses deviance in a gown 
with a 25-foot-long feathered train; 
and one which knows that the flipside 
of fabulousness is utter ridiculous- 
ness. It certainly wasn’t something | 
was seeing in the twink-filled issues of 
XY foisted upon me by my Pride ring— 

_ wearing, secret community college 

_ beau, but something closer to what | 

_ later found in John Waters’s films with 
Divine, James Bidgood’s didphanous 
beefcake photography, and Ronald 
Firbank’s deeply purple prose. 

However, unlike the above artists, 
Fukasaku was heterosexual, and Black 
Lizard represents an anomaly within — 
a career that included much macho 
studio boilerplate. Even at his finest, 
Fukasaku had a flair for rough stuff: 
he directed some of the best yakuza 
films ever made (Battles Without 
Honor and Humanity [1973-74}) 
and ended his career with 2000's 
controversial adolescent bloodbath — 
and political fable Battle Royale. 

Yet, as with Joseph L. Mankiewicz’s 
practically flaming 1959 adaptation 
of Tennessee Williams’s Suddenly, 
Last Summer, there was just the right 
combination of elements (and most 
importantly, the right combination 
of peacocks involved} to make Black 
Lizard one of queer cinema’s unsung 
gems. Which is precisely why free- 
lance curator T. Crandall chose the 
film to kick off his rep series, “The 
Revival House: Classic Queer Cinema,” 
at Artists’ Television Access. 
As clichéd as such a phrase may 
be, Black Lizard is awash in precious 
stones and glittering surfaces — but 
none shine with as much brilliance as 
the transvestite Akihiro Miwa (cred- 
ited as Maruyama), who plays the 
titular jewel connoisseur and criminal 
mastermind that kidnaps specimens 
of human beauty to freeze them in 
eternal tableaux vivant on her island 
lair, The film is completely Akihiro’s: 
her entrances stop time, her song 
is a siren call which causes men to 
_ become her slaves, her lavish out- 
fits become more so with each new 
scene. “The face of Garbo is an Idea, 
that of Hepburn, an Event,” quipped 
Roland Barthes (referring to Audrey, 
not Kate). Miwa’s face, whose mouth 
morphs rubber band-like from a 
sour moue into the devouring O of a 
deep cackle unleashed, is a gloss on 
Barthesian idealness. 

Prior to Fukasaku’s film, Miwa 
had appeared in the same role in 
Yukio Mishima’s long-running stage 
adaptation of pre-World War || mys- 


tery and suspense novelist Edogawa 


Rampo's 1934 short story “Black 
Lizard.” Rampo’s tale was one of 


__ many starring his Sherlock Holmes, 


the brilliant detective Gogoro Akechi, 
who in Mishima and Fukasaku’s retell- 
ing falls heart-first into a dangerous 
pas de deux with his androgynous 
quarry. Miwa was a successful night- 
club entertainer active in avant-garde 
theater (and she still is: last year, she 
starred in a Tokyo production of Jean 
Genet’s The Eagle Has Two Heads) 
when she met Mishima — our second 
of the aforementioned peacocks — 
who was haunting Tokyo gay bars to 
“research” his 1953 novel Forbidden 
Colors. 

It’s not hard to see why Rampo’s 
story of a moribund ice queen’ 
obsessed with changeless beauty 
appealed to Mishima. By 1968, 


‘Mishima Was that queen, fully 
_ immersed in his own homoerotic 


brand of aestheticized Emperor wor- 
ship, which would reach its grisly 
apogee in his ritual suicide four years 
later. Prior to Black Lizard, his mus- 
cular body had already been given 

the coffee table book treatment in 
Ba-ra-kel: Ordeal by Roses (Aperture, 
1971), where Hosoe Eiko’s photo- 
graphs present the author posed as a 
martyred St. Sebastian or as a snow- 
bound samurai. Appropriately, he 
makes his cameo in Fukasaku’s film as 
one of Black Lizard’s frozen’exempiars 
of aesthetic perfection— a brawny 
Sailor, no less: 

In the end, though, diamonds are 
harder than gym-wrought muscle, 
and it was Miwa’s flash, not Mishima’s 
flesh, that held my attention — at 
least consciously — upon my first 
adolescent exposure to Black Lizard. 
Many viewings later, Mishima seems 
pathetically unaware of the self- 
parody he’s partaking in. But Miwa’s 


_ exquisite luminescence remains 


untarnished. (Matt Sussman)

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There won’t be blood 


Michael Haneke gives the United States 
the Funny Games it deserves

Michael Haneke would likely be 
offended if you said you enjoyed his 
movies — though no doubt he would 
enjoy hearing you were offended by 
them. The chill surface neutrality of a 
Haneke feature such as Caché (2005) 
is designed to intrigue and then 
frustrate — by depriving extreme 
situations of their usual sensational- 
ism and neat narrative resolution so 
that we end up implicated by our 
own thwarted expectations. Even as 
a scold, Haneke is too disciplined to 
let us join him on his soapbox. The 
whole point lies in being discomfited. 

The “normal” boy who kills a 
girl in Benny's Video (1992); the bour- 
geoisie unraveling due to exposure of 
their own race and class prejudices 
in Code: Unknown (2000) and Caché, 
and an entire society reverting to 
primitive behaviors after unspecified _ 
catastrophe in Time of the Wolf (2003) 
are all so disturbing because they're 
so banal. Even when portrayed by 
movie stars, these figures are will- 
fully ordinary, observed at length 
performing dull tasks or making poor 
decisions for petty reasons. The one 
time he approached a conventional 
melodramatic arc and larger-than-life 
protagonist (if an antiheroine) was in 
the Elfride Jelinek adaptation of The 
Piano Teacher (2001) where Isabelle 
Huppert’s character embodies the 
masochistic role usually played by his 
viewers themiselves. 

None of these films are exactly 
date movies, but they still orbit an 
audience’s comfort zone more closely 
than Haneke’s most notorious film, 
the original 1997 Funny Games. Now, 
Haneke has made the seemingly per- 
verse choice of creating a shot-for-shot 
remake as his first English-language 
feature: Actually, it’s a decision as 
coolly. logical as any he’s made, since 
he has said more than once that 
the original is more a comment on 
US society and media than their 
Austrian equivalents. 

Beyond its sheer unpleasant- 
ness, both language and subtitling 
prevented the original from reaching 
his target audience. Still, it’s unlikely 
people will be turning out en masse 
for Funny Games U.S., as the movie 
is being called everywhere but here. 
Those who do take the plunge are 
likely going to hate, hate, HATE it 


— which will be one way of gauging 
that Haneke’s subversion of standard 
genre rules is working as planned. 
We meet the Farber family via 
eye-of-God aerial shots following 
their car to the exquisitely leafy coun- 
tryside where their expansive lakeside 
summer home resides. With little 
Georgie (Devon Gearhart) in the 
backseat, Ann (Naomi Watts) and 
George (Tim Roth) play guess-the- 
classical-composer. It’s too perfect 
and we know it, because Haneke 
incongruously interrupts their banter 
with a jarring blast of cacophonous 
death metal (actually a John Zorn 
piece) — the only music heard in 


disappears. Soon Paul is joined by 
Peter (Brady Corbet), his doppelgan- 
ger in tennis whites and floppy bangs. 
They look like consummate squeaky- 
clean preppies — or Hitler Youth. 
They have a not-long-hidden agenda. 
Things degenerate very quickly. 

For all their sadism, Peter and 
Paul aren’t so much conventional vil- 
lains as they are abstracts — tools to 
indict the viewer for participating in 
these games, or expecting anything 
like the usual fictive payoffs. The 
casting of the instantly recognizable 
Watts and Roth distracts at first, but 
Haneke’s approach (which employs 
agonizingly long takes, including one 
extreme instance that approaches 10 
minutes in duration) and the actors’ 
grueling expressions of physical and 
emotional distress hit the right note 
of violated ordinariness. 

It’s worth noting that perhaps 
Haneke’s most ingenious (and fre- 
quently overlooked) gambit is that

the film that’s not ostensibly played 
from CD by an on screen character. 
Horror, it suggests, might just be a 
dial flip away from intruding on this 
cozy trio. 

Stopping short of their own 
electronic gate, the Farbers greet 
strangely uncommunicative neighbors 
standing on their lawn with two 
unknown men. Later, while father 
and son prep the sailboat, Ann gets 
a visit from Paul (Michael Pitt), who 
says he’s staying with the aforemen- 
tioned neighbors and has been sent 
to borrow some eggs. Apologizing 
profusely, he nonetheless quickly 
manages to turn her hospitality into 
sputtering rage. Meanwhile, the dog 


there is almost no on screen violence. 
As much as Funny Games feels like 


particularly merciless, graphic torture . 


porn, the actual moments of assault 
are almost always cut away from or 
just out of frame. The one exception 
turns out to be Haneke’s single cruel- 
est joke — and naturally, it’s on you. 
Without coming right out and saying 
it, Funny Games is now very much an 
answer to Hollywood norms and a 
larger cultural denial: here, violence is 
all suffering and no spectacle. srsc

REVIEW As far as I know, Karl Lagerfeld is the only fashion 

designer to have had his likeness made into a collectible figurine. 
With his instantly identifiable uniform that foppishly mixes old (the white 
ponytail and high starched collars) and new (his omnipresent sunglasses, a 
small mine’s worth of silver jewelry, exquisitely cut clothes in every shade of 
black), he has. become as iconic as the Chanel bouclé suits he has designed 
for the house for 20-plus years. Rodolphe Marconi’s documentary Lagerfeld 
Confidential performs a nice trick in letting us think we're getting a candid 
portrait of the man behind the sunglasses. Depth, though, is a tall order 
when his subject declares, “I don’t want to be real in other people’s minds; I 
want to be an apparition.” What-we do learn across this extended interview, 
goaded on by Marconi’s softball needling, is that Lagerfeld’s mother was a 
formative influence (she “exuded frivolity” and “made slaves of everyone”) 
and that he was a sexually precocious youth. But as Wilde and Warhol 
have shown, the dandy’s mode of address is aphoristic, not confessional. 
Given the frequency with which he dispenses such obfuscatory pronounce- 
ments as “Every friendship needs a sword of Damocles hanging over it” and 
“Fashion is ephemeral, dangerous, and unfair,” perhaps Lagerfeld’s next 
project should be a little book of quotations 4 la Chairman Mao. Of course, 
Lagerfeld’s would be bound in black leather. (Matt Sussman)

Girls Rock! Bay Area filmmakers Shane 

King and Arne Johnson were already 
on the lookout for a documentary subject 
when they heard about Portland, OR’s Rock 
‘n’ Roll Camp for Girls. Once they witnessed 
the campers — who learn to play instru- 
ments, form bands, write songs, and perform 
a concert, all ina week’s time —‘in action, 
they immediately set about convincing the 
camp to let a pair of camera-wielding dudes 
record certain rock n’ roll magic. The bulk 
of Girls Rock! takes place in the summer of 
2005, focusing on four first-time campers as
